Dispensing  Doctors 

"WHOLE  QUESTION  REOPENED" 

THE  whole  question  of  the  doctor's 
fight  to  dispense  has  been  reopened 
i'ith  the  Ministry  of  Health.  That  was 
Ireported  by  British  Medical  Associa- 
Ition's  rural  practices  subcommittee  to 
Ithe  Association's  general  medical  ser- 
Ivices  committee  on  October  31  (Brit, 
pied.   J.   supplement,   November  16). 
The  subcommittee  had  considered  the 
position  of  general  practitioners  who 
vere  to  lose  their  right  to  dispense  as 
result  of  a  chemist  setting  up  in  their 
practice  area.  The  doctors  concerned 
vere    recommended    to    press  their 
executive  Councils  and  the  Ministry  to 
bxtend  by  at  least  twelve  months  the 
period  of  notice  given  to  them. 


Sunday  Trading 

CONSUMER  SUPPORT  FOR  FREE  CHOICE 

THE  Consumer  Council  has  voted  in 
favour  of  removing  all  legal  restrictions 
on  Sunday  trading,  subject  to  statutory 
limit  on  total  hours  worked  by  shop 
staffs.  The  decision  was  made  with  only 
two  dissentients  among  the  Council's 
twelve  members,  and  was  "based  upon 
the  interests  of  the  consumer."  The 
Council  recognised  that  other  interests, 
particularly  shop  workers  and  those 
holding  strong  religious  opinions,  would 
not  share  its  view.  In  the  December 
issue  of  Focus,  Miss  Elizabeth  Ackroyd 
(director  of  the  Council)  describes  the 
background  to  the  decision  and  com- 
ments. The  present  situation,  she  writes, 
is  full  of  anomalies.  Alterations  in  the 
law  the  Crathorne  Committee  recom- 
mended would  "remove  a  good  many 
of  the  nonsenses"  but  she  argues  that 
the  Committee's  recommendations 
would  create  new  ones,  in  particular 
by  allowing  food  shops  and  pharmacies 
to  be  open  on  Sundays  to  sell  all  the 
kinds  of  goods  they  stock  while  other 


shops,  selling  some  of  the  same  kinds 
of  goods,  would  not  be  allowed  to 
trade.  "The  Consumer  Council  decided 
that  the  only  solution  would  be  a  dash 
for  freedom  —  for  shops  to  be  allowed 
to  trade  or  not  as  they  liked,  so  that 
shopkeepers  and  customers  were  free 
to  try  and  suit  each  other's  conveni- 
ence." To  ensure  adequate  control  of  the 
working  hours  of  shop  assistants,  she 
writes:  "Shopkeepers  would  probably 
have  to  recruit  part-time  workers  and 
organise  shift  systems."

Clinical  Trials 

CALL  FOR  LOCAL  SCIENTIFIC  CONTROL 

LOCAL  research  committees  composed 
of  both  physicians  and  experienced 
medical  research  workers  ("peer 
groups")  should  review  the  purpose 
and  design  of  clinical  trials  may  protect 
both  patient  and  investigator  more 
effectively  than  laws.  That  is  the  view 
of  a  World  Health  Organisation  scien- 
tific group,  which  met  in  November 
1967.  In  its  report  (W.H.O.  technical 
report  series  no.  403,  H.  M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  6s.)  the  group  gives  its 
opinion  that,  where  official  agencies 
approve  studies  in  healthy  volunteers 
or  patients,  the  agency  should  be  com- 
posed of  medical  scientists.  More  clini- 
cal pharmacology  units  should  be  set 
up,  and  better  techniques  developed  for 
measuring  absorption,  distribution  and 
excretion  of  drugs  and  their  metabol- 
ites, and  for  detecting  toxic  effects. 
Better  reporting  on  adverse  reactions  is 
also  sought.  Investigators  should  try 
to  determine,  says  the  report,  why 
certain  patients  respond  to  a  treatment 
and  others  do  not,  and  some  method  of 
compensation  should  be  found  for  any 
subjects  who  may  suffer  ill  health  or 
injury  through  drug  studies  where  there 
is  no  question  of  legal  liability  for 
negligence. 

Chemists  Won't  Teach 

PUT  OFF  BY  LOW  PAY  SCALES 

A  SUBSTANTIAL  pool  of  highly 
qualified  man-power  exists  from  which 
many  would  be  attracted  into  teaching 
chemistry  if  their  qualification  were 
given  the  financial  recognition  it 
deserves,  says  a  statement  issued  on 
November  20  by  the  Royal  Institute 
of  Chemistry.  It  points  out  that  grad- 
uate Membership  and  Associateship  of 
the  Institute  are  equivalent  to  a  first- 
or  second-class  honours  degree  and 
recognised  as  such  by  all  United  King- 
dom universities,  the  Science  Research 
Council,  the  Civil  Service  and  employ- 
ers as  well  as  by  the  Scottish  Education 
Department  (which  includes  Associate- 
ship  as  only  one  of  three  qualifications 
entitling  the  holder  for  inclusion  in 
the  same  salary  group  as  holders  of  a 
first-  or  second-class  honours  degree). 
Many  who  qualify  in  that  way  have 
had  substantial  industrial  experience, 
which  would  be  particularly  valuable 
in  making  schools  more  aware  of 
industry  and  its  needs.  Yet  the  Burn- 
ham  Committee  refused  to  accept 
graduate  membership  of  the  Institute 
as  being  comparable  with  a  degree  in 
salary  level.  Hence  many  holders  of 
the  qualification  are  discouraged  from 
taking  up  teaching  as  a  career.

Ulster  Associates 

PENSION  SCHEME  PROPOSED 

A  PROPOSAL  that  the  Associates' 
Section  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation should  take  part  in  an  insurance 
scheme  leading  to  a  pension  for  em- 
ployees, was  welcomed  at  the  Section's 
annual  meeting  in  Belfast  on  Novem- 
ber 7.  The  president  of  the  Associa- 
tion (Mr.  I.  Knox)  recommended  the 
section  to  look  carefully  at  what  the 
Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Co.,  Ltd., 
had  to  offer.  Mr.  Knox  also  com- 
mented upon  a  new  salary-scale  agree- 
ment recently  reached  between  the 
Association's  Executive  and  the  Section. 
After  the  statement  of  accounts,  show- 
ing the  healthy  state  of  affairs,  had 
been  presented  by  Mr.  T.  McAlpine, 
on  behalf  of  the  treasurer  (Mr.  D. 
Anglin),  the  pension  scheme  was  dis- 
cussed and  Mr.  D.  McLain  explained 
the  salary  scale,  which  is  still  only  a 
proposal,  being  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Prices  and  Incomes  Board.

Drugs  Control  Law  Soon 

MINISTER  AT  INDUSTRY  SYMPOSIUM 

THE  Minister  for  Health  (Mr. 
Flanagan),  opening  a  one-day  sympo- 
sium on  drug  control  organised  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  and  Allied  Industries 
Association  in  Dublin  on  November  13, 
said  he  would  be  seeking  Government 
approval  for  legislation  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  system  of  safety  and 
quality  control  of  drugs.  "In  a  matter 
of  this  kind  there  can  be  no  question  of 
unilateral  action  by  the  Government." 
He  hoped,  therefore,  at  the  earliest 
opportunity,  to  put  the  proposals  before 
the  Association,  whose  views  and  sug- 
gestions would  prove  of  considerable 
value  in  drafting  the  legislation.  In 
framing  the  proposals  he  had  had  the 
advice  and  recommendations  of  the 
National  Drugs  Advisory  Board  on  a 
scheme  of  quality  control  suitable  for 
the  country's  needs.  Measures  taken  by 
the  European  Economic  Community 
and  European  Free  Trade  Association 
to  harmonise  national  laws  for  the  con- 
trol of  pharmaceutical  products  in 
European  countries  made  it  essential  to 
have  the  proposed  legislation  at  an 
early  date  if  the  country  were  to  con- 
tinue to  compete  successfully  in  the 
export  market  for  pharmaceuticals.  Mr. 
P.  E.  Greville  (president,  Pharmaceuti- 
cal and  Allied  Industries  Association, 
Ltd.)  said  there  could  be  no  doubt  that 
quality  control  was  primarily  the  res- 
ponsibility of  the  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturer and  that  there  should  be  the 
closest  possible  understanding  between 
the  industry  and  the  Government.  A 
proper  degree  of  Governmental  control 
would  prevent  the  distribution  in  the 
home  market  of  substandard  or  hazard- 
ous drugs,  would  prevent  the  use  of 
Ireland  as  a  base  for  the  re-export  of 
drugs  of  questionable  quality  or  origin, 
and  would  ensure  that  the  Irish  indus- 
try's products  would  be  acceptable  to 
overseas  health  authorities.  Professor 
R.  F.  Timoney  (dean  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy)  said  there  was  an  urgent 


need  to  regulate  the  registration  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations  in  Ireland 
Regulations  could  be  designed  to  ensure 
that  imported  or  home-manufacturec 
preparations  satisfied  safety  and  qualitjii 
requirements  before  being  marketed  irj 
the  Republic.  Certification  of  drugs  foi| 
export  would  ensure  that  the  reputatiorl 
for  high  standards  that  had  been  earneci 
abroad  by  Irish  pharmaceutical  indus 
tries  would  not  be  damaged,  or  ever 
questioned,  by  the  activities  of  ephe 
meral  organisations  interested  mainlj 
in  making  quick  profits.  An  inspectior 
service  was  a  vital  component  of  a 
national  pharmaceutical  quality  contro'j 
system.  Dr.  F.  J.  Hughes  (director) 
quality  control  and  product  develop i 
ment,  T.  P.  Whelehan  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.] 
suggested  that  new  legislation  shoulc 
cover  veterinary  preparations.

At  Shrewsbury  Road  there) 
was  no  room  to  expand  the  present| 
degree  to  a  four-year  course,  which 
would  soon  become  essential.  For  long 
enough  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
spent  a  large  part  of  its  income  in  sub 
sidising  the  training  of  pharmacists,  but 
could  not  hope  to  provide  the  range 
of  expensive  equipment  essential  for 
most  scientific  courses.

universities.  Expressing  thanks  to  the 
"Pharmacs"  dance  committee,  Mr 
Murphy  said  they  had  raised  enough 
money  to  pay  off  £8,000  incurred  in 
holding  the  International  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Students'  Federation  congress  in 
1965.  The  treasurer's  report  showed 
that  income  had  exceeded  expenditure 
during  the  year  by  £73.  Miss  Mary 
Broe,  I.P.S.F.  (liaison  secretary) 
appealed  to  pharmacists  to  co-operate 
in  the  student-exchange  scheme.  She 
paid  tribute  to  Mr.  T.  F.  Hassett, 
Wexford,  who  had  acted  as  a  host  in 
1967.  The  president  of  the  Pharmaceuti 
cal  Society  for  Ireland  (Mr.  T.  R.  Mil- 
ler) congratulated  the  students  on  the 
business-like  conduct  of  their  meeting 
It  was  obvious  they  were  thinking  of 
pharmacy  in  the  future.

(U.K.),  Ltd.,  King's  Lynn,  Norfolk,  are 
ceasing  production  of  Tordon  350  (a 
formulation  of  picloram  and  dichlor- 
prop)  and  deleting  it  from  their  range 
when  stocks  are  exhausted.  There  is  no 
"ban"  on  picloram,  as  has  been  re- 
ported in  the  national  Press.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Drug  Testing 

The  third  annual  report  on  the  Scottish  drug-testing  scheme  (p.  454) 
provides  evidence  of  a  remarkably  high  standard  of  accuracy  in  dispens- 
ing, in  that  of  a  total  of  749  samples  taken  over  a  year's  working,  only 
four  were  the  subject  of  adverse  report.  Of  those,  one  was  a  proprietary 
linctus,  found  to  be  deficient  in  ascorbic  acid;  one  for  tablets  labelled 
three  times  a  day  when  "b.d."  was  directed;  one  found  to  be  forty-two 
per  cent,  deficient  in  camphorated  tincture  of  opium — a  miscalculation,  one 
would  suspect;  and  one  in  which  thirty  tablets  were  dispensed  instead  of 
forty.  Not  having  seen  the  prescription  wrongly  labelled  as  to  dosage,  one 
can  only  say  that  in  certain  hands  b.d.  and  t.d.  bear  a  strong  resemblance, 
especially  if  the  prescriber  has  the  pleasing  habit  of  "crossing"  his  b,  as 
one  doctor  of  my  acquaintance  does.  It  indicates  a  rugged  independence  of 
thought  and  action  outstanding  in  an  age  of  sameness  and  mediocrity. 
Adverse  comment,  as  distinct  from  adverse  report,  was  made  regarding 
the  use  of  clear  plastic  or  clear  glass  containers  for  tablets  that  should  be 
protected  from  light,  when  the  quantity  prescribed  was  intended  to  last 
for  seven  weeks.  It  is  obviously  not  part  of  the  duty  of  those  concerned 
with  drug  testing  to  comment  on  the  prescribing  of  such  quantities,  but 
it  might  be  the  concern  of  someone.  And,  of  course,  if  medicines  are  kept 
in  a  locked  cupboard,  protection  from  light  is  at  least  a  possibility.  There 
is  no  mention  of  bulk  powders,  which  frequently  present  problems.  A 
prescription  calling  for  a  pound  of  magnesium  trisilicate  and  one  pound 
of  aluminium-hydroxide  gel  (dried)  faces  one  with  a  diflRcult  decision,  and 
1  have  not  been  able  to  make  up  my  mind  as  to  the  relative  merits  of  a 
bucket  or  a  bolster  slip.  The  mechanical  age  has  not  helped  —  sixty  years 
ago  a  pony  with  saddle-bags  would  have  answered  admirably.  One  could 
go  on,  but  the  truth  of  the  proverb  referring  to  quarts  and  pint  pots  is 
brought  home  with  remarkable  frequency. 

Mawson  and  Proctor 

The  feature  article  (pp.  467-69)  dealing  with  the  wonderful  record  of  the 
firm  of  Mawson  &  Proctor,  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  is  the  story  of  the 
remarkable  careers  of  men  famous  in  pharmacy  and  science.  That  the 
business  should  have  been  in  existence  for  200  years  is  an  achievement. 
That  it  should  have  remained  a  family  business  for  two  centuries  is  note- 
worthy. But  to  pharmacy  probably  the  most  pleasing  feature  is  the  re- 
tention of  the  names  of  the  founders  of  the  business  —  names  honoured 
in  the  profession  and  a  part  of  its  history.  Nothing  has  distressed  me  more 
than  to  see  the  complete  disappearance  of  time-honoured  names  in  pharm- 
acy, due  to  amalgamations,  take-overs  and  mergers — names  which  were 
associated  with  the  formation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  its  boards 
of  examiners.  But  many  of  those  were  renowned  in  manufacture  in  the 
days  when  syrups,  elixirs  and  tinctures  were  the  mainstay  of  pharmaceu- 
tical work.  The  present  day  has  brought  the  cessation  of  manufacturing  in 
much  of  that  field,  and  it  may  be  that  the  founders,  looking  on  from  a 
pharmaceutical  valhalla,  will  not  overmuch  regret  the  fact  that  their  names 
are  not  associated  only  with  the  distribution  of  products  made  elsewhere. 

Guidance 

At  its  November  meeting,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
announced  that  approval  had  been  received  from  the  council  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  of  wording  that  is  to  appear  in  the  British  National 
Formulary  relating  to  the  labelling  of  medicines.  It  seems  that  agreement 
has  been  reached  that  the  name  of  the  preparation  should  appear  on  the 
label  unless  the  prescriber  indicates  otherwise.  The  "procedures"  for  im- 
plementing the  agreement  were  still  under  discussion  at  the  time  of  the 
B.N.F.  going  to  Press.  Until  information  of  procedural  agreement  is  pub- 
lished, the  statement  says,  the  prescriber  should  continue  to  write  the 
letters  "N.P."  against  each  item  he  wishes  to  have  named  on  the  label.  In 
the  circumstances  I  see  nothing  but  confusion.  In  the  absence  of  prior 
agreement  the  whole  thing  should  have  been  postponed  to  a  future  issue. 
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What  the  Society  Does  for  its  Members 

A  regional  conference  at  Exeter  hears  about  a  scheme  for  supply  through  pharmacies 
of  oral  contraceptives ;  of  a  metric  calculator  chemist  contractors  will  be  receiving 
from  the  Government;  and  about  plans  for  regional  committees 


REALISING  that  local  authorities 
were  showing  themselves  loath  to  ac- 
cept their  responsibilities  for  providing 
oral  contraceptives  under  the  N.H.S. 
(Family  Planning)  Act,  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  Minister  of  Health  a 
scheme  for  providing  them,  when  they 
are  required  for  social  purposes,  within 
the  framework  of  the  National  Health 
Service  (but  involving  separate  realistic 
charge  as  distinct  from  the  normal 
levy).  That  information  was  given  by 
Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr  (chairman  of  the  Prac- 
tice Committee)  at  a  regional  conference 
at  Exeter,  Devon,  on  November  19. 

Consultation  with  the  Membership 

In  his  opening  address  Mr.  Albert 
HowELLS  (president  of  the  Society) 
said  that  the  Council  believed  every 
opportunity  should  be  taken  to  consult 
the  membership  on  issues  and  policies. 
He  claimed  that  the  Medicines  Act, 
1968  had  been  shaped — in  large  part 
at  least,  to  accord  recognition  to  the 
pharmacists'  professional  discretion. 
That  was  a  challenge  to  each  member 
to  show  that  "professional  discretion" 
which  was  acknowledged  by  the  Gov- 
ernment's White  Paper.  He  believed 
that  the  general  sale  list,  when  intro- 
duced, would  be  subject  to  gradual 
curtailment. 

The  metric  system  would  be  adopted 
for  all  dispensing  in  March  1969,  and 
some  time  ago  the  Department  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences  had  been 
asked  to  prepare  a  slide  rule  calculator 
to  assist  members  into  the  new  system. 
The  calculator  had  not  only  been 
prepared,  but  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Health  Ministry,  which  had  agreed  to 
send  one  to  every  chemist  contractor 
in  England  and  Wales. 

"The  Dickson  Judgment"  was  the 
title  of  a  paper  by  Mr.  Allen  Alding- 
ton (chairman  of  the  Ethical  Commit- 
tee). The  Ethical  Committee  was,  he 
said,  reviewing  the  Statement  Upon 
Matters  of  Professional  Conduct  with 
a  view  to  advising  the  Council  whether 
changes  should  be  submitted  to  the 
membership  for  acceptance.  He  did  not 
think  that  any  major  changes  would 
arise  out  of  the  Dickson  judgment, 
but  that  was  only  one  of  a  number  of 
factors  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 
The  Statement  was  first  issued  in  1940. 
After  twenty-eight  years  it  was  not 
unreasonable  to  scrutinise  the  whole 
document  afresh. 

Certain  sections  of  the  Medicines 
Act,  1968,  would  replace  those  parts 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933,  that  related  to  the  registration 
of  pharmacies.  It  would  no  longer  be 
a  legal  requirement  for  owners  of 
pharmacies  to  register  all  businesses 
other  than  pharmacies  in  which  the 
retail  sale  of  drugs  took  place.  A  phar- 
macy owner  would  thus  be  able  to  own 
a  business,  not  registered  as  a  phar- 
macy, where  general-sale  list  medicinal 
products   could   be  sold  without  any 


restriction  on  the  quantity  of  such 
medicines  stocked.  Mr.  Aldington  asked 
"Does  this  not  make  the  existing  atti- 
tude towards  drug-store  ownership 
rather  unrealistic?"  Self  service  of  medi- 
cines had  also  been  consistently  opposed 
by  the  Council  and  that  view  was 
generally  accepted  by  pharmacists. 
"Should  there  now  be  a  specific  refer- 
ence to  them  in  the  Statement?"  Mr. 
Aldington  asked.  "If  this  is  accepted 
would  it  not  be  logical  to  extend  their 
application  to  any  drug  store  that  may 
be  owned  by  a  pharmacist  in  the 
future?" 

In  1967  a  manufacturing  company 
had  asked  for  Council  approval  for 
a  window  display  card  bearing  the 
wording  "Prescriptions  for  oral  con- 
traceptives dispensed  here."  The  Coun- 
cil had  not  approved  it  for  two  reasons. 
"In  the  first  place  pharmacists  dis- 
pense all  prescriptions  and  there  is  no 
need  to  emphasise  any  particular  type. 
Secondly  the  Council  saw  nothing  in 
the  new  development  of  oral  contra- 
ceptives to  alter  the  existing  rule. 
Nevertheless  the  Ethical  Committee  is 
taking  another  look  at  the  wording 
of  the  rule  and  any  views  you  have 
to  express  will  be  useful." 

Pharmacists  and  Pregnancy  Diagnosis 

The  development  of  a  simple  and 
reliable  pregnancy  diagnosis  test  had 
raised  another  problem.  That  was  work 
which  pharmacists  could  quite  properly 
undertake.  Indeed  it  was  logical  that  they 
should  do  so.  "But  one  or  two  wish  to 
advertise  their  service  direct  to  the  pub- 
lic to  compete  with  other  laboratories. 
They  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  So- 
ciety's views  are  old-fashioned  and  out 
of  date.  The  Council  does  not  agree 
with  them  and  would  prefer  to  see  this 
advertising  controlled  —  an  opinion 
shared  by  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion." The  views  of  the  membership 
were  also  sought  on  that  question. 

Another  source  of  difficulty  was  the 
question  of  business  relationships  be- 
tween doctors  and  pharmacists.  But 
no  two  cases  were  alike.  There  were 
the  added  complications  in  that  the 
trend  of  public  policy  nowadays  was 
towards  the  grouping  of  medical  prac- 
tices or  the  setting  up  of  health 
centres. 

Mr.  Aldington  continued  "I  have 
mentioned  that  opinion  on  advertising 
has  hardened  or,  if  you  prefer  it, 
crystallised.  It  is  now  accepted  that 
the  opening  of  a  pharmacy  may  be 
announced  in  the  Press  in  the  form 
of  a  simple  statement  without  any  ad- 
vertising or  reference  to  dispensing 
services  or  hours  of  business.  A  re- 
striction on  the  use  of  titles  such  as 
'Chemist'  in  advertisements  was  recom- 
mended in  the  report  on  the  General 
Practice  of  Pharmacy  published  in 
1963.  It  has  not  yet  been  universally 
accepted,  mainly  because  some  com- 
panies have  the  words  'Chemist'  or 
'Pharmacy'   in   their   registered  titles. 


The  modern  technique  of  associating 
articles  written  by  reporters,  or  other 
editorial  matter,  with  newspaper  ad- 
vertisements has  given  rise  to  much 
adverse  comment  when  applied  to  phar- 
macies, whether  new  or  m.odernised.  A 
number  of  such  write-ups  have  been 
criticised  by  the  Council  over  the  years. 
It  is  to  be  hopjed  that  the  recent 
decision  by  the  Statutory  Committee 
will  make  the  position  quite  clear." 

A  paper  by  Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott 
(chairman  of  the  Law  Committee) 
dealt  with  "Duties  of  the  Society's  In- 
spectors." Mr.  Sparshott  emphasised  that 
inspectors  exercised  no  discretion  in 
instituting  legal  proceedings.  They  were 
required  to  submit  reports  of  infringe- 
ments to  the  office,  and  those  reports 
might  be  submitted  to  the  Law  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  for  consideration. 
The  name  of  the  pharmacist  or  company 
was  withheld  until  a  decision  had  been 
taken  on  the  facts.  The  decision  was 
usually  an  instruction  to  the  Society's 
solicitor  either  to  send  a  warning 
letter  or  to  institute  proceedings.  Pro- 
secutions under  certain  sections  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941, 
could  be  taken  only  with  the  consent 
of  the  Attorney  General,  a  require- 
ment that  was  dropped  in  the  Medicines 
Act.  If  the  offence  occurred  in  Scot- 
land, then  the  matter  must  be  refer- 
red to  the  Procurator  Fiscal.  Fines  im- 
posed were  not  paid  to  the  Society. 

When  proceedings  were  taken  in 
court,  the  Society's  solicitor  presented 
the  facts  to  the  magistrates.  If  there 
was  a  plea  of  guilty  the  defendant,  or 
his  legal  representative,  had  the  final 
opportunity  of  addressing  the  court, 
but  the  solicitor  for  the  Society  had 
no  further  opportunity  to  comment. 
The  result  was  that  a  casual  reader 
of  the  Press  report  might  sometimes 
gain  the  impression  that  the  defendant 
had  been  harshly  treated.  "I  can  assure 
you,"  said  Mr.  Sparshott  "that  this  is 
never  so.  Only  in  the  most  blatant 
cases  are  proceedings  instituted  on  the 
occasion  of  a  first  offence.  Despite 
what  may  be  said  on  behalf  of  the 
defendant,  in  almost  all  cases  he  has 
received  one  or  more  verbal  or  written 
warnings  before  the  Law  Committee 
has  decided  it  was  time  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  magistrates." 

Regional  Representation 

Third  paper  in  the  morning's  pro- 
gramme was  given  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloom- 
field  (chairman  of  the  Organisation 
Committee),  who  reviewed  the  ques- 
tion of  regional  representation  on  the 
Council  of  the  Society.  At  the  time 
when  Council  was  considering  a  mo- 
tion on  regional  representation,  he  said, 
they  were  also  considering  some  form 
of  regional  organisation  of  branches 
of  the  Society.  Initially,  there  had  been 
no  direct  relationship  between  the  two 
matters,  but  it  quickly  became  apparent 
that  a  scheme  proposed  for  reorganising 
the  branches  would,  in  fact,  fulfil  most 
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of  the  requirements  of  those  mem- 
bers who  were  requesting  regional  re- 
presentation on  Council. 

The  new  regional  scheme  for 
branches  had  been  formulated  with 
two  objectives  in  mind,  the  first  to  in- 
crease communication  between  Council 
and  the  membership,  and  the  second 
to  provide  the  means  whereby  certain  of 
the  Society's  activities  could  be  plan- 
ned or  co-ordinated  on  a  regional  level. 
It  was  proposed  that  each  region 
should  be  associated  with  a  school  of 
pharmacy,  and  that  there  should  be  a 
Regional  Committee  comprising  one 
officer  from  each  branch  (with  provi- 
sion for  a  deputy)  and  two  pharmacists 
from  the  school  of  pharmacy.  Mem- 
bers of  Council  residing  in  a  particu- 
lar region  would  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  committee.  If  there  were  no 
member  resident  in  a  particular  region, 
then  the  Committee  would  be  allowed 
to  invite  a  member  of  Council  to  at- 
tend its  meetings  and  be  associated 
with  the  region.  Each  region  would 
have  a  close  association  with  at  least 
one  member  of  Council,  who  would 
have  a  close  interest  in  the  pharma- 
cists of  that  region  but  would  not  be 
dependent  on  them  for  his  election  to 
Council.  The  prop)osals  for  regional 
organisation  had  been  accepted  in 
principle  by  Council  and  welcomed 
by  the  branch  secretaries  at  their 
annual  meeting,  and  the  heads  of 
schools  of  pharmacy  at  theirs.  It  was 
the  Council's  intention  to  implement 
them  in  the  early  part  of  1969.  De- 
tailed proposals  would  no  doubt  be 
published  after  the  December  Council 
meeting.  England  and  Wales  had  been 
divided  into  thirteen  regions. 

Annual  Post-graduate  Courses 

It  was  hoped  that,  with  the  advice 
and  help  of  the  school  of  pharmacy, 
the  Regional  Committee  would  organ- 
ise sufficient  annual  post-graduate 
courses  at  convenient  locations  within 
the  regions  to  enable  a  course  to  be 
accessible  to  every  member  each  year. 
It  was  also  hoped  that,  at  the  regional 
level,  the  committee  would  plan  and 
organise  annual  or  biennial  confer- 
ences and  perhaps  regional  newsletters. 
Another  activity  that  would  benefit  by 
the  association  of  the  schools  of  phar- 
macy with  the  regions  was  careers 
work,  a  field  in  which  it  was  hoped 
there  would  in  future  be  much  more 
effective  co-ordination. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr,  in  his  paper,  dealt 
with  three  topics :  "Nomen  Proprium," 
health  centres  and  the  N.H.S.  Family 
Planning  Act.  The  N.P.  problem  was, 
he  said,  one  that  had  generated  much 
discussion  since  the  first  Council  state- 
ment, when  a  number  of  disadvan- 
tages of  the  scheme  had  been  pointed 
out.  They  included  the  possible  iden- 
tification of  a  drug  with  a  disease  and 
the  reaction  of  those  who  received 
medicines  not  so  labelled  following  a 
doctor's  direction  that  the  name  of  the 
drug  should  not  be  disclosed.  Later  there 
had  been  pressure  on  the  Society  from 
the  B.M.A.  and  the  Safety  of  Drugs 
Committee  to  accept  the  N.P.  system. 
It  was  found  that,  instead  of  basing 
their  claims  for  N.P.  on  the  advantages 
to  be  gained  when  treating  cases  of 
poisoning,  the  doctors  put  forward  the 


problems  arising  from  a  new  concept 
of  medicine — with  its  health  centres, 
group  practices  and  emergency  ser- 
vice doctors.  That  seemed  a  potent 
argument.  The  Council  felt  it  was 
difficult  to  ask  a  doctor  to  return  to 
his  surgery  and  pick  up  a  medical- 
treatment  card  when  called  to  an  emer- 
gency. It  could  also  be  argued  that  the 
"N.P."  instruction  was  a  modern  ex- 
tension of  the  principle  of  labelling 
medicine  in  accordance  with  a  doctor's 
instruction.  The  Council  felt  it  would 
not  be  right  that  pharmacy  should 
be  considered  as  holding  up  desirable 
changes  in  the  concept  of  medicine,  and 
so  had  to  revise  its  original  outlook. 
The  British  National  Formulary  was 
to  carry  an  announcement  that  the 
Society  had  agreed  in  principle  with  the 
British  Medical  Association.  However, 
doctors  would  continue  to  mark  a 
prescription  "NP"  when  they  wished  the 
medicines  to  be  labelled  with  the  name 
of  the  preparation  until  details  of  im- 
plementation had  been  worked  out. 

Health  Centres 

Mr.  Kerr  then  outlined  the  discus- 
sion that  had  taken  place  between 
members  of  Council  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  concerning  health  centres, 
when  the  opportunity  had  been  taken 
to  point  out  that  pharmacists  had  a 
public  function  beyond  mere  dispensing. 
Pharmacists  were  the  "ultimate  contact" 
with  the  patient  and  possibly  the 
only  individuals  who  had  the  time 
to  spend  with  the  patients  in  reassuring 
them  about  such  matters  as  dosage. 
The  theme  had  been  developed  that 
pharmacists  carried  out  an  essential 
social  service  whilst  engaging  in  their 
humanitarian  scientific  profession.  The 
suggestion  had  been  made  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  that  that  role  would 
virtually  disappear  if  health  centres 
were  developed,  as  had  been  originally 
suggested,  to  around  4-500  centres  in 
the  next  ten  years.  The  Minister  had 
accepted  the  reasoning  and  had  decided 
there  would  be  no  pharmacy  depart- 
ments in  health  centres  if  an  adequate 
pharmaceutical  service  existed. 

Describing  the  background  to  the 
Society's  action  on  oral  contraceptives 
(see  above),  Mr.  Kerr  said  that  the 
object  of  the  National  Health  Service 
(Family  Planning)  Act  was  to  allow 
local  authorities  to  set  up  family  plan- 
ning clinics.  The  Council  considered 
it  an  unsatisfactory  system  for  those 
clinics  to  issue  Fourth  Schedule  pre- 
parations as  they  had  been  doing;  but 
felt  also  that  it  would  seem  rather 
oppressive  for  a  large  organisation  like 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  try  to 
prevent  the  F.P.A.  from  doing  a  socially 
necessary  job. 

But  when  it  was  learned  that  the 
Ministry  was  going  to  encourage  the 
establishment  of  family  planning  clinics 
oil  over  the  country,  the  Society  had 
thought  it  right  to  intervene.  At  the 
Ministry's  suggestion  it  had  gone  to 
see  the  Family  Planning  Association 
and  put  forward  its  arguments  for 
using  a  pharmacist  for  the  protection 
of  the  community,  and  to  point  out 
that  it  would  be  easier  for  patients  to 
go  to  the  chemist  for  their  repeat  pres- 
criptions than  to  return  to  the  F.P.A. 
clinics.  The  Association  had  agreed  that 


it  would  be  desirable  for  prescriptions 
to  be  issued  at  F.P.A.  clinics  for  dis- 
pensing in  pharmacies.  During  the 
negotiations,  there  had  been  a  change  in 
the  Association's  directorship.  The  new 
director  intended  to  ensure  that  doctors 
would  themselves  issue  "the  pill."  The 
Society's  representatives  had  argued 
strenuously  that  it  was  undesirable  to 
have  large  quantities  of  potent  medi- 
cines lying  about  the  home.  The  Society 
had  now  approached  the  Ministry  with 
its  scheme.  It  was  hoped  that  that  prac- 
tical approach  would  be  successful. 

During  the  afternoon  the  speakers, 
together  with  the  vice-president,  formed 
a  panel  to  answer  questions  put  by 
members  attending  the  Conference. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Wakeford,  Cornwall, 
asked  if  the  retention  fees  would  be  in- 
creased next  year  to  pay  for  the  Dick- 
son case,  Mr.  Desmond  Lewis  (secre- 
tary and  registrar)  said  "No,"  and  it 
was  too  late  to  take  any  action  now. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Burrow,  Plymouth,  asked 
if  the  position  of  the  herbalists  had 
changed  under  the  Medicines  Act,  1968; 
and  what  was  the  possibility  of  Parlia- 
mentary representation  of  pharmacists? 
Reports  of  the  discussions  on  the  Medi- 
cines Bill  had  given  the  impression 
that  pharmacists  were  "a  horrible  lot." 

Mr.  Aldington  pointed  out  that  the 
committee  considering  the  Bill  had 
been  small  but  there  was  one  person 
who  had  represented  "our  viewpoint.'" 
It  was  important  to  realise  that  the 
Bill  was  sponsored  by  the  Government 
mainly  on  evidence  provided  by  the 
Society.  It  was  agreed  there  was  a 
need  for  more  pharmacist  Members  of 
Parliament.  Mr.  J.  R.  Dale  (chief  in- 
spector of  the  Society)  said  the  Act  con- 
tained no  definition  of  a  herbalist.  Her- 
balists had  no  additional  advantages 
under  it.  "You  can  do  exactly  what 
they  can  do." 

Mr.  E.  H.  Rae,  Okehampton,  ex- 
pressed concern  at  doctors'  having  a 
"major  holding"  of  shares  in  a  public 
company.  Mr.  Aldington  said  there 
was  a  difference  between  the  situations 
in  public  and  private  companies.  In  a 
private  company  a  shareholder  could 
be  in  a  position  to  influence  the  com- 
pany's activities;  in  a  public  company 
he  could  not.  If  there  were  definite  evi- 
dence of  "direction"'  by  a  doctor  some- 
thing could  be  done  about  it. 

Standards  "Too  High  for  Retail" 

Mr.  D.  H.  Gould,  Exeter,  suggested 
that  present  education  standards  in 
pharmacy  were  too  high  for  retail 
pharmacy,  and  that  the  Council  should 
consider  reintroducing  a  "lower"  dip- 
loma. Degree  graduates  "would  not 
work  in  retail."  Mr.  Lewis  disagreed. 
Number  of  pharmacists  currently  on 
the  Register  —  over  29,000  —  was  a 
record.  880  students  had  started  a  de- 
gree course  this  year.  The  average  age 
of  a  man  coming  on  to  the  Register 
was  twenty-three,  which  meant  he  had 
to  be  trained  for  forty-two  years'  work 
and  equipped  to  deal  with  the  develop- 
ments during  that  time.  Mr.  Darling 
declared  that  he  did  not  regard  himself 
as  a  second-class  member  of  the  health 
team  although  he  was  in  retail  practice, 
and  Mr.  Bloomfield  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  pharmacist,  in  order 
to  maintain  his  present  status  in  so- 
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ciety,  needed  to  be  trained  to  even 
higher  levels,  so  as  to  be  in  advance  of 
the  average  member  of  the  public,  who 
was  also  being  educated  to  higher 
standards. 

Mr.  M.  Madge  asked  for  some  men- 
tion of  "collecting  points'"  for  prescrip- 
tions, and  for  information  on  the  Coun- 
ciTs  policy  on  part-time  and  mobile 
pharmacies,  and  a  member  from  Tor- 
bay  whether  there  had  been  any  realisa- 
tion in  the  Council  chamber  of  the 
important  effect  of  the  new  regulation 
permitting  a  pharmacist  to  run  a  drug 
store.  Mr.  Sparshotp  believed  the  regu- 
lation was  a  step  backwards.  He  fore- 
saw the  possibility  of  chains  of  drug 
stores  run  by  "the  multiples""  and  by 
private  men  in  places  where  they  could 
not  see  opportunities  in  running  phar- 
macies. A  lot  of  turnover  would  proba- 
bly be  "served  up""  to  such 
organisations.  The  President  gave  a 
reminder  that  nothing  was  known  yet  of 
the  extent  of  the  general  sale  list,  which 
Mr.  Sparshott  suggested  would  not 
alter  the  distribution  of  medicines.  Mr. 
Dale  pointed  out  that  at  the  moment 
drug  stores  were  being  run  by  pharma- 
cists as  separate  companies.  Under  the 
new  Act  pharmacists  could  run  them 
under  their  own  right. 

What  about  the  use  of  drug  stores  as 
picking-up  points  for  prescriptions? 
asked  a  member  from  E.xeter.  Shops 
selling  medicines,  replied  Mr.  Kerr, 
were  not  usual  as  collecting  points  for 
prescriptions,  though  the  rule  had  been 
difficult  to  enforce  where  only  a  few 
medicines  were  sold.  So  far  there  had 
been  no  change  in  the  policy  laid  down 
in  the  letter  previously  sent  to  Execu- 
tive Councils. 

Drug  Stores 

Mr.  Darling  hoped  the  Society 
would  adhere  to  its  fundamental  policy. 
For  pharmacists  to  be  connected  with 
drug  stores  undermined  the  Society's 
policy  on  the  sale  of  medicine.  Another 
member  suggested  that  if  pharmacists 
were  to  be  allowed  to  own  drug  stores 
it  seemed  sensible  to  use  them  as  a 
collecting  and  delivery  point  for  pre- 
scriptions. In  that  way  the  pharmacist 
would  have  the  prescription  under  his 
control.  The  Medicines  Act  gave  the 
Minister  the  power,  said  Mr.  Dale,  to 
indicate  how  a  drug  store  should  be 
run. 

On  mobile  pharmacies  Mr.  Kerr 
said  "Not  possible  at  the  moment.'' 
Part-time  pharmacies  might  be  permit- 
ted in  certain  areas.  Mobile  pharmacies 
had  been  considered  for  remote  areas 
but  would  require  legislation  and  strict 
safeguards. 

Mr.  p.  M.  Smith,  Exeter,  said  that  his 
local  Executive  Council  had  rejected 
applications  for  the  collection  of  pre- 
scriptions from  drug  stores. 

Part-time  pharmacies  were  preferable 
to  dispensing  doctors,  declared  another 
member,  who  wanted  to  know  what 
was  the  Council's  objection  to  them. 
The  problem  of  dispensing  doctors  is 
one  we  have  been  pursuing  with  the 
Minister  for  some  time,  said  Mr.  Kerr. 
If  the  regulations  were  changed  doctors 
might  not  want  to  carry  on  the  little 
dispensing  that  was  left.  Pharmacists 
would  have  to  face  up  to  the  problem 
and  undertake  part-time  pharmacies  in 


some  areas  in  order  to  ensure  a  phar- 
maceutical service.  The  President 
pointed  out  that  part-time  pharmacies 
could  be  opened  for  short  periods  if  the 
Executive  Council  approved  and  if  the 
premises  were  registered  with  the 
Society  for  those  periods.  Mr.  E.  C. 
Burrow,  Plymouth,  asked  if  branches 
of  the  Society  would  have  direct  contact 
with  headquarters  under  the  proposed 
regional  committee  organisation,  and 
Mr.  Bloomfield  said  they  would  func- 
tion exactly  as  at  present.  Mrs.  Lucas 
Smith,  Slough,  believed  the  scheme 
"could  do  nothing  but  good,"'  though 
fears  had  been  expressed  that  if  the 
committees  were  centred  on  schools  of 
pharmacy,  members  might  feel  the 
schools  were  "leading  the  committee." 
Mr.  Bloomfield  rejected  that  sugges- 
tion. He  pointed  out  that  members  from 
the  colleges  would  be  in  a  minority  on 
the  committees.  It  should  not  be 
thought  the  committees  were  to  be 
"based"  on  the  schools,  but  the  Council 
was  convinced  they  should  be  integ- 
rated into  the  system  because  they  were 
concerned  with  post-graduate  training 
and  the  careers  of  their  students. 

Inspectors  and  Hospitals 

Mr.  P.  G.  LuscoMBE,  Exeter,  asked 
for  "a  few  thoughts  on  hospital  phar- 
macists.'' He  did  not  think  that  the 
Noel  Hall  committee  would  cover  all 
the  points  that  needed  to  be  considered. 
Could  the  Society's  inspectors  visit 
hospitals,  see  the  conditions  under 
which  pharmacists  worked,  and  report 
to  the  Society?  Mr.  Sparshott  ex- 
pressed surprise  that  the  inspector  did 
not  visit  hospitals  as  "a  friend."  Mr. 
Dale:  "Give  me  more  inspectors  and 
I'll  do  anything  you  like"  (laughter). 

Another  hospital  pharmacist  said  that 
a  document  had  been  circulated  asking 
if  the  duties  of  a  hospital  pharmacist, 
as  outlined  in  the  Linstead  report,  could 
be  curtailed.  Mr.  Kerr  explained  that 
the  Noel  Hall  Committee  had  used  the 
Linstead  report  as  a  basic  definition  of 
the  hospital  pharmacist.  The  Society 
had  given  evidence  to  the  Noel  Hall 


ABOUT  100  members  and  friends  of 
the  British  Society  for  the  History  of 
Pharmacy  met  at  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  headquarters  in  London  re- 
cently to  compare  notes  on  pharma- 
ceutical antiques  made  of  pottery.  An 
invitation  had  been  given  to  any  col- 
lector who  had  pieces  of  interest,  or 
about  which  he  required  information, 
to  bring  them  along  for  examination, 
and  quite  a  number  accepted  the  in- 
vitation. 

Finds  from  London  Sites 

Mr.  L.  G.  Matthews  (president, 
British  Society  for  the  History  of  Phar- 
macy) introduced  the  speakers.  The 
meeting  was  the  first,  he  said,  of  a 
series  that  the  Society  hoped  to  hold  on 
various  types  of  pharmaceutical  an- 
tiques. The  opening  speaker  was  Mr. 
John  Ashdown  an  archaeologist  with 
the  Greater  London  Council,  who  told 
of  the  discoveries  made  during  excava- 
tions at  sites  in  the  Southwark  and 
Lambeth  areas,  where  there  was  a  pot- 


Committee  suggesting  a  wider  scope 
and  a  better  career  structure  for  the 
hospital  pharmacist.  Mr.  Aldington 
said  the  Council  would  do  its  utmost  to 
support  hospital  pharmacists  "in  anyj 
sensible  suggestion,"  but  the  main! 
controls  were  through  Hospital  Man-| 
agement  Committees,  where  finances' 
were  tight.  The  basic  problem,  said  Mr.' 
Darling,  was  that  hospitals  were, 
Crown  property  and  therefore  outside 
the  Medicines  Act,  and  Mr.  Lewis  said 
the  Council  had  been  given  the  assur- 
ance that  the  Minister  would  not  hide 
behind  the  question  of  Crown  privilege. 
The  hospital  practice  sub-committee, 
said  Mr.  Kerr  had  done  a  great  deal  ;

"The  Pill"  from  Clinics 

Mrs.  Lucas  Smith  hoped  the  Society 
was  taking  care  to  see  that  the  Family 
Planning  Association  issued  oral  contra- 
ceptives only  under  doctors"  supervision. 
On  occasions  clerical  staffs  of  the 
Association's  clinics  might  be  taking 
"more  responsibility  than  they  really 
had."  Mr.  Kerr  said  there  was  no 
doubt  that  the  secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion had  issued  directions  to  the  doctors 
in  its  clinics  concerning  the  handing 
out  of  "the  pill." 

To  a  number  of  questioners  The 
President  explained  the  Medicines  Act 
requirements  concerning  counter  pre- 
scribing, that  insisted  on  the  customer 
being  present.  If  the  patient  was  not  in 
the  pharmacy  then  a  licence  must  have 
been  issued  for  the  recommended  medi- 
cine. Mr.  I.  Anderton,  Barnstaple, 
asked  for  renewed  attempts  to  resolve 
the  problem  of  dispensing  doctors.  In 
Branstaple  there  were  twelve  doctors, 
ten  dispensaries  and  seven  pharmacies 
in  an  area  that  was  not  strictly  rural. 
Mr.  Howells  agreed  it  was  time  the 
problem  was  resolved;  the  Council  cer- 
tainly hoped  it  would  be  settled  in  the 
near  future. 


tery  industry  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries. 

Mr.  Ashdown  was  followed  by  Dr. 
Claude  H.  Spiers  (a  collector  of  phar- 
maceutical antiques  and  author  of  a 
number  of  articles  on  the  subject  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist),  who 
said  that  drug  jars  and  mortars  had 
passed  out  of  the  reach  of  the  or- 
dinary collector.  There  were,  however, 
other  objects  that  were  satisfying  to 
collect.  He  did  not  limit  his  address 
to  objects  to  pottery  because,  what- 
ever the  objects  were,  craftsmen  usually 
copied  them  in  other  materials.  Dr. 
Spiers  dealt  with,  among  other  items, 
pap  boats,  feeding  pots,  eye  baths, 
physic  cups,  medicine  spoons  and 
measures. 

The  last  speaker  was  Mrs.  Lothian 
Short,  who  dealt  particularly  with 
English  drug  jars  in  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  museum.  Her  address  like 
those  of  the  previous  speakers,  was  illu- 
strated with  slides,  some  of  them  re- 
markably fine. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  ANTIQUES 
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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


A  FORMAL  attempt  to  annul  the  pre- 
scription charge  regulations  (strictly 
the  National  Health  Service  (Charges 
for  Drugs  and  Appliances)  (Amend- 
ment) Regulations)  was  moved  by  Dr. 
M.  P.  WiNSTANLEY  on  November  1 3. 
Dr.  Winstanley's  aim,  he  said,  was  to 
provide  an  opportunity  for  the  regu- 
lations to  be  explained  and  debated. 
One  effect  of  the  exemptions  scheme 
had  been  to  encourage  polyphar- 
macy and  blunderbuss  prescribing.  He 
criticised  the  "season  tickets"  and 
asked  how  much  the  scheme  was  cost- 
ing. "We  know  the  Ministry  has  had 
to  make  certain  payments  to  pharma- 
cists to  compensate  them  for  the  addi- 
tional work  they  have  had  to  do  in 
carrying  out  a  very  complicated 
scheme."  There  were  other  critics.  Mr. 
John  Cronin  declared  "The  scheme  is 
a  matter  of  repugnance  to  many  of 
us."  The  vital  question  was  whether 
it  would  produce  the  saving  of  £20 
million. 

On  the  other  hand  Mr.  Michael 
Foot  described  the  exemptions  scheme 
as  a  palliative  to  an  unhappy  situation. 
"Some  of  us  will  not  rest  until  we 
have  removed  prescription  charges 
and  restored  the  Health  Service  to  the 
principles  on  which  it  was  originally 
established." 

There  were  now  290  million  pre- 
scriptions a  year  said  Mr.  Laurence 
Pavitt.  Anybody  who  wished  to  claim 
he  had  an  exemption  certificate  "need 
only  put  a  tick  in  square  4  on  the  back 
of  the  prescription  and  he  got  his 
prescription  free  of  charge."  There 
must  be  an  inspection  scheme.  How 
many  more  civil  servants  would  be 
needed  to  check  the  declarations?" 

Mr.  E.  Milne  said  that  during  the 
previous  week  the  secretary  of  his 
constituency  Labour  Party  had  spent 
four  hours  in  a  chemist's  shop  examin- 
ing the  situation  of  the  people  who 
called  for  prescriptions.  "This  examina- 
tion underlined  that  the  complexity  of 
the  forms  makes  it  extremely  difficult 
for  people  to  decide  whether  or  not 
to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme." 

That  approach  was  underlined  by 
Mr.  David  Steel,  who  said  "I  repre- 
sent the  kind  of  constituency  where 
the  chemist's  shop  is  in  a  small  com- 
munity and  is  not  just  a  place  for  the 
storing  and  handing  over  of  drugs 
but  is  almost  a  social  centre.  The 
chemist  is  able  to  give  information 
about  the  effect  of  the  Regulations 
and  the  other  steps  the  Government 
have  taken  with  as  much  accuracy  as 
if  not  more  than,  the  doctors.  From 
the  evidence  I  have  received,  these 
Regulations  will  place  an  additional 
burden  on  the  chemists  in  giving  their 
advice  on  the  different  categories  of 
exemptions,  the  season  tickets  and  the 
forms.  But  the  saddest  commentary 
on  the  Government's  policy  is  that  I 
have  heard  quite  independently  from 
the  chemists  that  there  are  people  in 
their  localities  who  were  receiving  pre- 
scriptions to  which  they  were  entitled 
but  now,  with  the  reintroduction  of 
charges,  are  no  longer  getting  them." 

Mr.  David  Ennals  (Minister  of 
State),  replying  for  the  Government, 


said  it  was  essential  to  find  a  means 
of  relieving  the  chronic  sick  from  pay- 
ing heavily  for  essential  health  re- 
quirements. The  cost  of  administering 
all  the  exemptions  would  be  about  £1 
million,  and  that  had  been  taken  into 
account  in  the  estimated  £25m.  saving 
by  the  introduction  of  prescription 
charges.  The  regulations  required  that 
after  November  30  chemists  would  re- 
fuse to  dispense  prescriptions  on  the 
old  forms,  partly  to  prevent  their 
fraudulent  use.  The  motion  was  with- 
drawn. 

No  Exemption  for  Lupus  Erythematosus 

Mr.  R.  Sharpies  asked  the  Secre- 
tary for  Social  Services  if  he  would 
include  lupus  erythematosus  among 
the  categories  of  chronic  sick  entitled 
to  exemption  from  prescription  charges. 
Mr.  D.  Ennals  (Minister  of  State),  in 
a  written  answer  on  November  18, 
replied  "No.  The  pre-payment  certi- 
ficate which  came  into  use  on  Novem- 
ber I  is  designed  to  help  in  such  cases." 

Hospital  Slot  Machine  Costs  £210 

Mr.  L.  Pavitt  was  told  by  Mr. 
Ennals,  in  a  written  answer  the  same 
day,  that  the  cost  of  each  slot  machine 
placed  in  hospital  out-patient  depart- 
ments to  give  a  prescription  tax  stamp 
for  each  2s.  6d.  inserted,  was  about 
£210.  or  about  £20  per  annum  upwards 
depending  on  type,  if  hired.  It  was  not 
known  centrally  how  many  of  the 
machines  were  now  installed.  No  bulk 
purchase  had  been  made  by  his  De- 
partment; the  cost  was  charged  to  the 
budget  of  the  hospital  concerned.  Hir- 
ing charges  included  maintenance  and 
it  was  usual  to  have  a  servicing  con- 
tract for  a  purchased  machine.

LEGAL  REPORTS 
Supplied  Wrong  Capsules 

Zygmunt  (Chemists),  Ltd.  (trading  as 
William  Hill),  with  registered  offices  at 
Baker  Street,  London,  W.l,  were  found 
guilty  at  Marylebone  court  recently  of 
a  contravention  of  Section  2  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  in  that  they 
sold  on  October  6,  1967,  at  their  pre- 
mises in  Westbourne  Grove,  London, 
W.2,  thirty  capsules  of  penicillin  V 
instead  of  ampicillin,  B.P.,  as  demanded 
by  the  purchaser.  Two  further  summon- 
ses under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act, 
1887,  of  possessing  a  canister  containing 
capsules  of  penicillin  V,  to  which  a 
certain  trade  mark  Penbritin  was  falsely 
applied  and  of  falsely  applying  to  the 
canister  the  trade  mark  Penbritin,  were 
dismissed  by  the  magistrate  (Mr.  John 
Phipps).  Messrs.  Zygmunt,  who  had,  at 
an  earlier  hearing,  pleaded  not  guilty  to 
all  the  summonses,  had  summoned 
Sangers,  Ltd..  Tolmers  Square,  London, 
N.W.I,  alleging  that  any  such  contra- 
vention was  due  to  an  act  or  default  of 
Sangers,  Ltd.,  in  that  they  sold  the 
thirty  capsules  to  them.  The  summons 
was  dismissed.  Messrs.  Sangers  had  in 
turn  summoned  the  Beecham  Group, 
Ltd.,  Great  West  Road,  Brentford, 
Middlesex,  and  alleged  that  any  contra- 
vention was  due  to  them  as  they  had 
supplied  the  capsules.  That  summons 
was  not  proceeded  with.  After  hearing 
from  prosecuting  counsel  that  prose- 
cution costs  in  the  case  amounted  to 
£300  and  that  costs  incurred  by  Sangers 
and  Beechams  might  total  about  £6,500, 
the  magistrate  said  he  was  anxious  not 
to  involve  anybody  else  in  more  costs. 
This  was  not  a  matter  that  should  be 
taxed.  He  adjourned  the  case  until 
December  3  so  that  the  costs  of 
Government  chemists  and  those  of 
Messrs.  Sangers  and  Messrs.  Beecham 
could  be  totalised  accurately  for  con- 
sideration.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  GREEN  PAPER 

An  Executive  Council's  view 


"THE  proposals  in  the  Green  Paper 
would  not  result  in  any  additional 
benefit  to  the  patients  for  whom  the 
National  Health  Service  was  designed." 
That  was  the  view  of  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  members  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  South-west  London  and  Sur- 
rey Executive  Council.  The  Council  had 
called  a  special  meeting  to  discuss  the 
implications  of  the  Green  Paper  pro- 
posals. A  feeling  was  expressed  by 
some  that  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  Green 
Paper  was  not  apparent,  "but  it  seemed 
basically  to  involve  a  move  from  a 
democratically  controlled  health  service 
with  a  genuine  consumer  interest  in  its 
management  to  an   almost  autocratic 

Conservative  "Shadow" 

MR.  Maurice  Macmillan  (Opposition 
spokesman  on  health  matters),  address- 
ing a  conference  of  hospital  treasurers 
in  London  on  November  14,  said  he 
was  not  convinced  that  the  Green  Paper 
on  the  National  Health  Service  went 
far  enough  in  safeguarding  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  new  authorities  such 
as  the  area  boards.  He  preferred  some 
form  of  health  corporation  responsible 
to  Parliament,  not  only  through  the 
new  Ministry  but  also  through  one  of 
the  new  specialist  Select  Committees 
with  power  to  call  for  papers  and  ex- 


service.  Lack  of  real  consumer  involve- 
ment and  the  remoteness  of  the  area 
authorities  would  lead,  it  was  argued, 
to  impersonal  attitudes  towards 
patients.  All  agreed  closer  co-operation 
between  the  various  parts  of  the  Health 
Service  was  desirable,  but  the  general 
view  was  that  that  was  already  being 
achieved  within  the  present  structure. 
The  vast  amount  of  amalgamation  and 
reorganisation  the  Green  Paper  pro- 
posals would  make  necessary  would 
only  disrupt  it.  The  money  and  re- 
sources required  to  set  up  and  operate 
the  area  boards  could  be  better  spent 
on  improving  the  service  to  patients 
under  the  present  system.

That  system  would  provide  a  safe- 
guard against  the  great  increase  in  the 
power  and  patronage  of  the  central 
Government  foreshadowed  by  the 
Green  Paper.

'No  smokescreen,"  says  Secretary  of  State 


ADDRESSING  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  National  Council  for  Social  Service 
on  November  12,  Mr.  R.  H.  Grossman 
gave  an  assurance  that  the  purpose  of 
publishing  the  Green  Paper  on  the 
administrative  structure  of  medical  and 
related  services  in  England  and  Wales 
was  to  assist  discussion.  No  conclu- 
sions had  been  reached.  The  Green 
Paper  contained  purely  tentative  sug- 
gestions. "When  it  was  published  great 
efforts  were  made  to  emphasise  that 
the  Government  had  not  made  up  its 


mind  abiut  changes  in  the  pattern  of 
administiation."  Nevertheless,  he  found 
in  talking  to  people  interested  in  the 
health  services  and  in  local  government 
a  feeling  that  it  was  nothing  more  than 
a  smokescreen,  and  that  the  future  was 
already  cut  and  dried.  "I  want  to  give 
you  today  my  personal  assurance  that 
the  Government  is  not  committed,  and 
that  I  myself  shall  wish  to  study  the 
views  and  comments  expressed  on  the 
Green  Paper  very  carefully  indeed  be- 
fore I  come  to  conclusions."

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Trends  in  the  Chemical  Industry 

Fifty  years  ago,  as  Mr.  F.  L.  Waring  reminded  the 
Chemical  Industries  Association  in  his  address  as  chair- 
man at  the  Association's  annual  dinner  on  November  14 
(see  p.  494),  the  sulphuric-acid  output  of  a  country  may 
well  have  served  as  an  index  of  the  soundness  of  its 
economy.  But  the  revolutionary  change  that  overtook 
the  industry  and  laid  the  foundations  of  its  present 
vigour  and  progressiveness  (qualities  Mr.  Waring  sup- 
ported with  statistics)  began  twice  as  long  ago 
(in  1850-60)  when,  as  Lord  Todd  was  later  to  say, 
inventive  "academics"  like  Perkin  forsook  the  labora- 
tory bench  for  a  manufacturing  plant. 

If,  since  then,  the  co-operation  between  the  univer- 
sities and  the  chemical  industry  has  been  close,  as 
Lord  Todd  claimed  (and  who  could  speak  with  more 
authority  for  the  universities?)  there  were  indications 
at  the  dinner  that  the  association  between  them  will 
become  even  closer  in  the  near  future.  In  the  first 
place  the  Association  this  year  went  out  of  politics 
and  to  the  University  of  Cambridge  for  its  guest  speaker 
(in  the  past  two  years  it  has  entertained,  with  scrupu- 
lous impartiality.  Government  and  Opposition).  Next, 
its  incoming  president,  Mr.  Neil  Iliff,  M.A.(Cantab.), 
D.Sc,  F.R.I.C.,  M.I.Chem.E.,  ("Jekyll  and  Hyde"  as 
Mr.  Waring  called  him  without,  as  we  hope,  sinister 
implication  but  only  to  show  that  Dr.  and  Mr.  were 
combined  in  one  person),  is  currently  president  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry— symbol  and  focus  for 
the  industry's  technical  and  scientific  interests.  Inci- 
dentally he  is  an  ex-student  of  Lord  Todd  at  Cambridge. 

Certain  it  is  that,  in  the  years  to  come,  manufac- 
turers will  have  to  look  more  and  more  to  the  univer- 
sities for  the  ideas  and  the  personnel,  the  techniques  and 
the  inventiveness,  that  will  enable  it  to  swing  upward 
again  in  what  Mr.  Waring  called  the  "league  table"  of 
main  chemical-producing  countries,  some  of  which  are 
at  present  overtaking  the  U.K.— even  if  in  circumstances 
that  may  be  outside  the  power  of  the  British  manufac- 
turers to  control. 

The  important  thing  is  to  be  ready  to  meet  the  up- 
wing  of  demand  for  chemicals,  especially  new  chemi- 
cals, when  the  nation's  overall  economy  undergoes  the 
ecovery  and  expansion  that  we  all  so  devoutly  seek. 

Biggest  Ever"  Shops  Modernisation 

f^^ODERNiSATiON  of  at  least  2,500  Co-operative  stores, 
nvolving  an  expenditure  of  more  than  £10  million  in  the 
/ear  ahead,  is  the  aim  of  "Operation  Facelift"  describ- 


I 


ed  in  these  columns  last  week  (p.  471)  and  claimed  the 
biggest  shop  modernisation  programme  ever  attempted 
by  one  organisation.  Sponsored  and  launched  by  the  Co- 
operative Wholesale  Society,  the  scheme  is  an  imagina- 
tive one  in  that  it  will  enable  the  retail  societies  to 
accelerate  modernisation  of  their  stores  without  exces- 
sive strain  on  their  budgets,  at  the  same  time  establishing 
corporate  national  identity  through  25,000  outlets  ("the 
largest  retail  chain  in  the  world") — among  them  a  good 
many  pharmacies.  The  individual  societies  may  engage 
in  complete  modernisation  or  partial  refits  as  they 
choose.  Standards  are  high,  but  the  massive  purchasing 
power  of  the  movement  has  made  economies  possible 
in  production  of  the  various  shopfitting  units  chosen 
or  designed. 

"Private"  pharmacists  should  look  closely  at  this 
massive  modernisation  programme  to  .see  whether,  and 
what,  they  can  learn  from  it.  The  smaller  private  phar- 
macies will,  of  course,  be  at  a  price  disadvantage.  Some 
may  not  find  it  practical  politics  to  install  a  new  front 
and  new  fittings  all  at  once.  But  even  they  may  be  able 
to  settle  for  a  "paint  job." 

Co-op  modernisation  cannot  but  mean  more  compe- 
tition in  the  High  Street  and  even  off  the  town  centres. 
Why  wait  until  the  keener  Co-op  competition  has  come? 
Both  the  producers  of,  say.  aluminium  section  and  the 
practical  shopfitters  who  make  use  of  it  has  now  ac- 
quired "know-how"  that  should  permit  most  reasonably 
successful  retailing  pharmacists  to  decide  on  modernisa- 
tion. With  new  facias  and  fittings  they  will  lose  nothing 
of  the  advantage  of  personal  service  that  still  gives 
them  the  edge  over  multiple  branches  and  the  Co-ops. 

Tenancy  Problems  for  Partnerships 

Serious  repercussions  are  bound  to  arise  from  a 
majority  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  recently  that 
one  of  two  or  more  joint  tenants  cannot  claim  a  new 
tenancy  under  Part  11  of  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act, 
1954.  Its  effect  may  well  be  to  place  all  partnerships 
beyond  the  protection  of  the  Act  when  the  partnership 
IS  dissolved,  when  a  partner  retires  or  when  new  part- 
ners are  introduced. 

The  case  in  question  was  Jacobs  v.  Chandhuri.  and 
ground  of  the  majority  decision  was  that,  according  to 
the  definition  of  "the  tenant"  all  the  tenants  to  whom 
the  tenancy  was  granted  constituted  "the  tenant",  so 
that  one  of  two  or  more  joint  tenants  did  not  by  him- 
self enjoy  any  rights  under  the  Act. 

It  IS  diflficult  to  see  how  such  a  construction  of  the 
expression  "the  tenant"  can  be  opposed.  Under  S.23  (1) 
of  the  Act,  occupation  of  the  premises  by  "the  tenant", 
for  the  purposes  of  a  business  carried  on  by  him,  is 
essential. 

Where  a  tenancy  has  been  granted  to  three  partners, 
for  instance,  as  joint  tenants  of  the  business  premises, 
and  one  retires  from  the  partnership,  whether  by  reason 
of  a  dissolution  or  otherwise,  only  the  other  two  will  be 
in  occupation.  As  the  joint  tenancy  was  granted  to  all 
three,  the  objection  could  be  taken,  that  non-occupation 
one  of  the  three  prevented  the  continued  application  of 
the  Act. 

The  situation  would  be  otherwise,  if  one  of  the 
partners  died  during  the  existence  of  the  partnership 
since  his  partners  would  then  become  the  joint  tenants 
under  the  tenancy.  The  death  would  automatically  pass 
the  interest  under  the  lease  to  the  other  two,  in  much 
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the  same  way,  as  on  the  death  of  a  single  tenant,  his 
interest  and  rights  under  the  Act  pass  in  the  first  instance 
to  his  personal  representatives  and,  other  things  being 
equal,  devolve  on  the  ultimate  beneficiary,  in  whom 
the  tenancy  would  then  vest.  There  would  thus  be  no 
break  in  the  links  of  the  chain. 

Where,  on  the  other  hand,  a  partnership  is  dis- 
solved and  one  or  more  of  the  partners  who  have  been 
joint  tenants  of  the  business  premises  drops  out,  the 
joint  tenancy  would  still  be  vested  in  him  as  a  joint 
tenant,  the  tenancy  would,  under  the  decision  be  outside 
the  protection  of  the  Act,  since  the  business  carried  on 
there  could  no  longer  be  treated  as  being  still  carried 


on  by  one  of  the  original  constituent  members  of  the 
partnership  to  whom  the  grant  was  made. 

It  therefore  seems,  that,  where  one  of  two  or  more 
partners  seeks  to  claim  a  right  in  himself  to  a  new 
tenancy,  more  than  one  legal  obstacle  will  have  to  bel 
surmounted.  As  many  trades,  businesses,  professions,! 
and  other  activities  are  carried  on  in  partnership,  onj 
premises  leased  to  the  partners  as  joint  tenants,  the 
above  decision  or  rather,  one  should  say  the  omission 
in  the  Act  to  provide  for  such  situations,  will  make  it 
necessary  to  have  special  clauses  introduced  into  both 
leases  and  partnership  agreements,  so  as  to  offset  the 
difficult  problems  that  have  been  raised  by  it. 


HOSPITAL    PHARMACY  FORUM 

Health  Centres  and  the  Green  Paper 

By  a  HOSPITAL  PHARMACIST 


A CLEARLY  discernible  change  in  the  climate  of 
medical  opinion  now  makes  it  virtually  certain  that 
the  next  ten  years  are  likely  to  see  the  development 
of  comprehensive  health  centres  on  a  considerable  scale. 
General  practitioners  of  medicine  who,  not  so  long  ago, 
saw  them  as  a  threat  to  their  independence,  have  now 
begun  to  change  their  minds  and  today  there  are  many 
who  regard  group  practice  in  health  centres  as  the  only 
hope  for  the  survival  of  the  family  doctor.  A  change  of 
heart  was,  in  fact,  almost  inevitable.  During  the  past  twenty 
years  great  advances  have  been  made  in  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  disease,  and  in  order  to  operate  effectively  the 
doctor  needs  access  to  a  wide  variety  of  specialist  sup- 
porting services  that  are  well  outside  the  financial  resources 
of  the  independent  practitioner.  Without  such  support  he 
tends  to  become  little  more  than  a  filter  in  the  pipeline 
between  the  patient  and  the  hospital.  Whenever  an  inter- 
esting case  turns  up  he  has  little  alternative  but  to  refer 
the  patient  to  hospital  and  hand  over  clinical  responsibility 
to  a  consultant.  Only  when  all  the  problems  have  been 
solved  is  the  patient  likely  to  be  returned  to  his  care. 

Why  Doctors  Now  Favour  Centres 

Now  that  every  doctor  is  required  to  spend  at  least  one 
year  in  a  hospital  post,  dissatisfaction  with  conventional 
general  practice  is  becoming  increasingly  widespread.  As 
a  pre-registration  house  officer  the  doctor  can  call  upon 
a  very  wide  range  of  supporting  services.  If,  for  instance,  he 
feels  that  an  x-ray  examination  is  necessary  he  has  only 
to  complete  the  appropriate  form  and  the  result  will  come 
back  to  him  accompanied  by  an  expert  interpretation  of 
the  findings.  The  biochemical  laboratory  will  not  only  per- 
form any  tests  he  may  order  but  also  advise  him  upon 
the  significance  of  the  results.  It  is  therefore  not  altogether 
surprising  that  the  transition  from  hospital  to  general  prac- 
tice should  come  as  something  of  a  shock.  Group  practice 
in  a  health  centre,  where  at  least  some  of  the  services  he 
has  come  to  take  for  granted  in  hospital  are  provided  from 
Exchequer  funds,  therefore  has  an  obvious  appeal. 

At  present  the  establishment  of  fully  equipped  and  com- 
prehensive health  centres  is  severely  handicapped  because 
responsibility  is  divided  between  local  authorities  and 
Executive  Councils.  However,  in  his  recently  issued  Green 
Paper  the  Minister  has  come  forward  with  a  proposal  that 
the  administration  of  all  sections  of  the  health  service 
should  be  taken  over  by  area  health  boards,  and  if  his 
proposals  were  to  become  law  most  of  the  obstacles  that 
now  stand  in  the  way  of  the  development  of  health  cen- 
tres will  disappear.  Moreover  if  the  general,  hospital  and 
local-authority  health  services  are  brought  under  unified 
control  it  will  be  possible  to  clear  away  many  of  the  arti- 
ficial barriers  that  now  make  co-operation  difficult.  There 


would,  for  instance,  be  no  reason  why  all  three  parts  of 
the  service  should  not  be  accommodated  in  multi-purpose 
buildings.  It  should  be  easy  to  design  new  hospitals  to 
include  provision  for  a  health  centre  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  out-patient  department.  General  practitioners  using  the 
centre  would  thus  be  in  a  position  to  take  full  advantage 
of  the  diagnostic  facilities  already  available  to  hospital 
staff.  Regular  contact  with  consultant  colleagues  would  be 
facilitated  and  that  in  itself  could  be  expected  to  improve 
the  present  procedure  for  the  admission  of  a  patient  to  a 
hospital  bed.  Naturally  there  would  still  be  a  need  for 
specially  built  health  centres  in  areas  where  a  suitable 
hospital  was  not  conveniently  available,  but  under  unified 
control  it  should  be  a  relatively  simple  matter  to  associate 
each  one  of  them  with  a  "mother  hospital  "  from  which 
expert  help  could  be  sought  whenever  the  need  arose. 

From  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view,  however,  a 
health  centre  that  formed  an  integral  part  of  a  hospital 
building,  or  even  one  housed  in  separate  premises  on  hos- 
pital land,  would  inevitably  raise  some  difficult  problems. 
Under  the  present  tripartite  administration  of  the  Health 
Service  a  patient  who  is  given  a  prescription  by  a  doctor 
under  contract  with  the  local  Executive  Council  is  free 
to  decide  where  he  will  take  it  for  dispensing.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  he  attends  a  hospital  out-patient  clinic  and  is 
seen  by  a  doctor  who  is  a  salaried  servant  of  the  regional 
board,  he  has  no  such  choice.  He  must  take  his  prescrip- 
tion to  the  hospital  pharmacy.  The  anomaly  passes  almost 
unnoticed  because  the  two  parts  of  the  service  operate  in 
completely  water-tight  compartments,  but  what  is  likely 
to  happen  if  the  proposals  made  in  the  Green  Paper  are  im- 
plemented? If  area  health  boards  became  responsible  for 
providing  both  the  general  and  hospital  pharmaceutical 
services,  what  will  happen  in  the  case  of  a  health  centre 
that  forms  an  integral  part  of  a  hospital  building?  Will 
the  health  centre  patients  be  allowed  to  present  their  pre- 
scriptions at  the  hospital  pharmacy,  or  alternatively  will 
those  who  attend  the  hospital  out-patient  department  be  per- 
mitted to  have  them  dispensed  by  a  chemist/contractor? 
How  would  an  area  health  board  react  to  a  proposal  that 
it  should  provide  two  pharmaceutical  departments,  one 
of  them  stafi'ed  by  salaried  officers  and  the  other  operated 
by  an  independent  chemist/contractor? 

Questions  to  be  Answered 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  questions  to  which  answers 
are  likely  to  be  required  during  the  next  few  years.  Atj 
this  stage  the  Green  Paper  is  nothing  more  than  a  docu- 
ment circulated  for  discussion  by  interested  parties,  and  itj 
is  probable  that  many  amendments  will  be  made  before! 
the  proposals  become  law.  Even  so,  it  would  be  well  to| 
bear  in  mind  that  the  present  tripartite  division  of  res- 
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ponsibility  for  the  Health  Service  has  come  in  for  mount- 
ing criticism  over  the  years  and  that  many  organisations, 
ncluding  the  British  Medical  Association,  have  already 
welcomed  the  proposal  to  bring  all  sections  together  under 
one  authority.  If  that  happens  the  area  health  board  will 
become  administratively  responsible  for  both  the  general 
and  the  hospital  pharmaceutical  services;  it  will  have  to 
foot  the  bill  for  all  prescriptions  issued  to  N.H.S.  patients, 
whether  they  are  treated  in  hospital  or  by  general  practi- 
tioners, and  that  in  itself  must  inevitably  bring  some  of 
the  present  anomalies  sharply  into  focus. 

Guild's  Position 

The  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  the  representative  or- 
ganisation of  pharmacists  employed  in  the  public  service, 
has  already  come  out  publicly  in  favour  of  a  salaried 
pharmaceutical  service  in  health  centres  wherever  they  may 
be  situated.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on  the  other  hand, 
akes  a  diametrically  opposite  point  of  view.  In  general  it 
s  opposed  to  the  establishment  of  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ents  in  heahh  centres  because  the  division  of  any  sub- 
itantial  part  of  the  N.H.S.  dispensing  load  to  departments 
aintained  and  staffed  by  public  authorities  would  seriously 
ndermine  the  whole  structure  of  the  general  practice  of 
iharmacy  and  ultimately  lead  to  a  sharp  reduction  in  the 
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number  of  points  at  which  a  full  pharmaceutical  service 
was  available.  If,  in  what  are  thought  likely  to  be  excep- 
tional cases,  a  health  centre  is  established  in  a  place  re- 
mote from  existing  pharmacies  the  Society  suggests  that 
local  pharmacists  should  form  themselves  into  a  consortium 
in  order  to  provide  a  pharmaceutical  service. 

The  two  points  of  view  are  apparently  irreconcilable. 
The  hospital  pharmacist  is  firmly  convinced  that  a  salaried 
pharmaceutical  service  is  in  the  best  interests,  not  only 
of  the  public,  but  of  the  profession.  He  rejects  the  con- 
tention that  the  value  of  a  pharmacist  to  the  community 
can  be  determined  simply  by  counting  the  number  of  pres- 
criptions he  dispenses  because  it  is  based  on  the  erroneous 
assumption  that  the  terms  "dispensing"  and  "pharmacy" 
are  synonymous.  Instead  he  prefers  to  look  upon  the 
pharmacist  as  a  member  of  a  multi-disciplinary  team  work- 
ing to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  medication  process  and 
as  one  who  can  only  participate  fully  if  he  is  free  to 
devote  time  and  thought  to  the  solution  of  problems  that 
may  have  little  to  do  with  the  dispensing  of  medicines. 
Possibly  the  hospital  pharmacist  in  taking  that  view  may 
be  misguided  but  that  does  not  mean  that  he  must  be 
denied  the  right  to  express  his  views  in  public,  and  to  do 
all  that  he  can  to  convince  the  Ministry  that  he  is  right. 
Those  who  think  differently  have  equal  right  to  argue. 


lee  Your  Cash  System  is  Efficient 


BOMETIMES  an  existing  cash  system  is  allowed  to  con- 
jinue  without  its  adequacy  being  periodically  reviewed.  But 
vhat  is  meant  by  the  cash  system?  It  is  the  method  of 
liandling  money  taken  in  the  shop.  It  must  not  be  confused 
Ivith  the  book-keeping  system,  though  it  provides  the  book- 
keeping system  with  regular  figures. 

What  happens  to  the  money  tendered  by  one  of  your 
|ustomers?  Is  it  taken  from  her  by  an  assistant  who  puts  it 
[ito  till  or  cash  register?  Or  does  the  assistant  give  her  a 
tieck  and  require  her  to  pay  at  a  central  cash  desk,  perhaps 
|iter  exchanging  the  goods  purchased  for  the  check  stamped 
'aid"? 

lustomer's  Convenience 

No  single  cash  system  fits  all  circumstances.  Chemist 
liops  vary  in  total  area,  in  shape,  in  the  composition  of 
|ieir  turnover,  and  in  the  number  of  assistants.  The  cash 
fsiem  you  employ  should  be  chosen  with  both  eyes  on 
Be  needs  of  your  business.  Will  it  give  your  customer  extra 
Ijalking  so  as  to  pay?  How  far  have  assistants  to  go  to 
Jt  money  taken  in  till  or  register?  If  each  assistant  has 
counter  or  section,  should  separate  registers  be  pro- 
Sded? 

The  next  consideration  is  the  simplicity  of  the  system 
foposed  in  terms  of  total  staff  time  taken.  Sales  checks 
(ke  time  to  write.  A  central  cash  desk  requires  to  be 
lifed.  The  difference  between  an  ideal  system,  and  one 
3t  ideal,  may  easily  be  one  employee.  Now  that  staff  are 
Icreasingly  expensive  that  aspect  is  important. 
|A  further  point  is  whether  the  system  discourages  dis- 
bnesty  by  employees.  Many  ways  of  stealing  money  are 
pen  to  the  dishonest  assistant.  Thus,  when  £1  is  tendered 
|r  a  purchase  involving  a  sum  over  10s.,  such  as  14s.  7d., 
assistant  using  a  register  may  ring  4s.  Id.  instead  of 
Its.  7d.  and  give  the  customer  5s.  5d.,  so  retaining  10s. 
pt  a  register  will  usually  be  the  safest  device  if  it  is  so 
aced  that  the  customer  cannot  avoid  seeing  what  amount 
Irung. 

|When   introducing  a   register,  or  buying  an  improved 
3del,  it  should  be  remembered  that  more  than  one  make 
[available.  Before  buying,  see  the  various  models  in  the 
fpective  showrooms  and  check  with  a  trader  using  it 
advantages  claimed  for  the  model  you  prefer. 


Because  the  mental  arithmetic  of  many  otherwise  excel- 
lent assistants  is  weak,  the  purchaser  should  consider  a 
model  that  can  total  several  items  sold  to  one  customer. 
When  more  than  one  assistant  uses  one  register,  a  model 
that  records  each  assistant's  sales  may  be  justified.  Would 
you  care  each  week  to  award  £1  to  the  assistant  who  has 
sold  most? 

The  cash  system  should  also  regulate  payments  into  the 
bank.  If  you  permit  flexibility  in  times  for  banking,  then 
all  but  the  float  can  be  paid  in  whenever  accumulated  tak- 
ings reach  a  certain  level.  That  puts  a  limit  to  cash  in  the 
shop  and  the  amount  a  messenger  carries  in  the  street,  and 
varies  the  messenger's  time. 

Nor  is  one's  cash  system  complete  unless  it  tries  to  fore- 
see the  amount  and  composition  of  change  likely  to  be 
required.  Lack  of  change  wastes  time  and  may  annoy 
customers.  When  banks  close  on  Saturdays — busiest  day 
for  most  shops — the  problem  will  be  more  serious.  Tlie 
danger  of  running  out  of  change  cannot  be  eliminated  but 
it  may  be  much  reduced. 

Change  requirements  are  aggravated  by  odd  prices,  by 
customers  wanting  shillings  for  gas  or  electric  meters,  and 
by  the  notes  issued  on  pay  days.  It  helps,  of  course,  if  there 
is  a  newsvendor  outside  the  shop  who  pops  in  periodically 
to  change  small  coins  into  notes!  If  you  record  for  each 
day  of  the  week  the  change  with  which  you  start,  any  extra 
sent  for,  and  what's  left  when  you  close,  you'll  begin  to 
see  a  pattern  of  requirements.  Stanley  Townsend

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


IN  an  effort  to  ensure  that  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Association  does  not  go  out  of  existence,  the  pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  (Mr. 
T.  R.  Miller)  and  the  vice-president  (Mr.  R.  J.  Power) 
are  seeking  discussions  with  the  Committee  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association.  That  was  agreed  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Council  in  Dublin  on  November  12,  when  a  letter 
was  read  from  the  president  of  the  Association  (Mr.  Eric 
Burrell)  saying  that  the  Association  was  in  danger  of  dis- 
solution owing  to  lack  of  interest  and /or  active  support 
by  pharmacists.  The  letter  asked  for  the  Council's  com- 
ments on  how  that  "retrogression""  could  be  avoided.  It 
went  on  to  say  that  the  CounciFs  congratulations  on  the 
success  of  the  recent  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Congress  ex- 
pressed were  appreciated.  "May  I  express  the  sincere  hope 
that  the  Association,  which  in  its  brief  existence  has  done 
so  much  to  project  the  professional  image  of  pharmacy, 
will  not  be  allowed  to  die  because  of  lack  of  support  from 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  which  it  serves?" 

The  President  explained  that  he  had  attended,  as  an 
observer,  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  it  was 
clear  that  the  organisation  was  in  low  water.  The  Irish 
Drug  Association  had  advised  the  pharmaceutical  associa- 
tion to  take  its  problems  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  M.  F.  Walsh  said  that  when  the  Association  was 
established  in  1964  its  aim  had  been  to  co-ordinate  all 
groups  of  pharmacy.  That  that  idealistic  aim  had  not 
been  realised  was  not  due  to  lack  of  effort.  In  a  referen- 
dum conducted  by  the  Association  in  1967  450  pharmacists 
had  voted  on  proposals  to  modify  the  structure  of  existing 
pharmaceutical  organisations.  The  result  had  been  inter- 
preted by  the  economist  Mr.  Garret  FitzGerald  as  a  ten  to 
one  majority  in  favour  of  change.  The  challenges  of  the 
'70's,  said  Mr.  Walsh,  required  a  unified  professional  body. 
If  necessary  the  constitution  of  the  Association  could  be 
amended.  The  Association  was  the  only  body  that  allowed 
every  pharmacist — including  those  in  industry — to  partici- 
pate in  its  affairs.  The  president  of  the  Society  should  try 
to  re-establish  contact  with  the  various  groups  and  aim 
to  provide  the  profession  with  a  professional  body  that 
could  speak  for  all  pharmacists. 

Comparison  with  the  North 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  told  how  he  had  been  in  Belfast  the 
previous  night  as  a  guest  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  at  its  annual  Benevolent  Fund  dance.  He 
had  been  most  interested  to  learn  of  the  representative 
structure  of  pharmacy  in  the  North.  There  was  a  statutory 
body — the  Society — as  well  as  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation, representing  proprietor  pharmacists.  The  U.C.A. 
also  had  an  associate  membership  comprising  employee 
pharmacists.  The  two  groups  were  co-ordinated  by  a  joint 
board  representing  both  sides,  which  negotiated  conditions 
of  employment  and  salaries  and  dealt  with  problems  arising 
in  pharmacy.  He  had  become  increasingly  aware  why,  in 
the  Republic,  there  were  so  many  organisational  problems. 
"I  do  not  suggest  we  are  less  organised  than  the  pharma- 
cists in  the  North.  We  have  achieved  much.  We  have  paid 
tributes  to  the  Association  but  have  gone  no  further.  I 
suggest  that  practical  steps  be  taken." 

Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  said  that  the  Northern  Society  was 
a  young  body.  Their  own  Society  was  much  older  and 
slow  to  propose  changes. 

Mr.  M.  Costello  said  the  difficulty  arose  from  there 
being  many  groups,  each  fearful  lest  it  might  be  given  an 
inferior  role  in  one  organised  group.  The  Association  had 
developed  into  a  three-man  team  and  had  failed  to  get 
organised  assistance  from  the  various  sections. 

Mr.  F.  Loughman  said  that  Mr.  Burrell's  letter  had  only 
stated  lhat  the  Association  was  "on  the  way  out"  but  had 


not  given  reasons.  He  believed  the  Association  did  n^  ' 
consider  the  ordinary  pharmacist  to  be  of  great  important 
Its   representatives   did   not   include  ordinary  communi 
pharmacists. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  there  were  two  repr|Ji 
sentatives  of  each  group,  including  the  I.D.A.,  which  re 
resented  community  pharmacists.  "Two  is  a  small  repr 
sentation  for  more  than  1,300  general  pharmacists"  argu« 
Mr.  Loughman.  The  impression  was  that  pharmacists  d 
not  regard  the  body  as  an  Association  at  all.  They  we 
never  referred  to  at  local  meetings,  and  their  membe 
never  heard  anything  from  the  Association.  The  two  ir 
portant  organisations,  he  continued  were  the  Society  ar 
the  I.D.A.  Within  the  I. D  A.  it  should  be  possible  to  i 
corporate  all  other  groups  and  to  look  after  the  interes 
of  pharmacy  generally,  not  merely  the  interest  of  any  pa 
ticular  group. 

Changed  Constitution 

Mr.  Walsh  thought  Mr.  Loughman  was  misinform* 
on  the  objects  of  the  Association.  There  was  no  attem 
to  down-grade  the  I.D.A.  The  Association  had  chang« 
its  constitution  so  that  community  pharmacists  would  no 
have  the  dominating  influence  (twelve  or  fourteen  membe 
out  of  twenty-one).  Mr.  Loughman  replied  that  an  attem 
in  1967  to  reorganise  the  Association  had  failed  and  he  he 
subsequently  lost  all  interest.  When  he  tried  to  reply 
controversial  statements  by  two  members  the  chairmE 
had  cut  him  off,  though  he  had  listened  to  others  makir 
charges  against  the  Society.  The  statement  at  that  meetir 
by  Senator  FitzGerald  had  clarified  nothing. 

Mr.  V.  G.  McElwee  thought  there  was  a  real  nee 
for  the  Association.  Given  the  support  it  deserved  it  coul 
play  a  vital  role  in  pharmaceutical  affairs.  The  Pharmac 
Congress  it  had  organised  had  helped  to  bring  pharmacis 
together  and  he  would  be  sorry  to  see  it  fading  inl 
oblivion. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Semple,  agreeing,  said  that  provincial  pha 
macists  had  told  him  they  were  prepared  to  support  tl 
Association,  but  felt  it  needed  greater  support  by  X\ 
Council.  Some  thought  it  should  operate  as  a  union  f( 
professional  people;  there  would  then  be  no  lack  ( 
financial  support. 

Miss  Laura  Cunniffe  thought  the  Association  shou! 
not  have  held  the  majority  of  its  congresses  in  Dublii 
"They  should  really  get  going  to  the  country,  not  mere) 
every  second  year."  Everybody  had  enjoyed  Galway  s 
well  that  it  would  be  a  pity  to  bring  the  Congress  back  t 
Dublin.  "Keep  going  around  the  country  until  the  membei 
want  to  come  back  to  Dublin."  [Applause]. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  said  that,  between  the  Society  wit 
its  statutory  controls  and  regulations  (from  which  he  woul 
not  like  to  see  them  depart)  and  the  I.D.A.,  which  spol 
for  the  employers,  there  was  a  large  void  that  must  I 
filled  if  pharmacy  were  not  to  disintegrate  more  an 
more  into  sections.  "I  want  to  see  an  Association  develo 
that  will  speak  for  all  sections,  without  fail,  from  the  da 
the  student  first  enters  until  he  finishes  his  career  as 
pharmacist." 

Much  of  the  Association's  present  weakness,  said  Ml 
J.  D.  Kennelly,  lay  in  the  fact  that  one  or  two  peopi 
were  obliged  to  carry  the  organisation.  A  body  that  wa 
expected  to  be  representative  lacked  a  proper  secretaria 
All  the  smaller  groups  in  pharmacy  had  seen  the  need  fd 
a  co-ordinating  body  and  he  believed  the  vast  majorit 
of  pharmacists  were  in  favour  of  such  a  body.  Howeve 
they  expected  the  two  main  organisations  to  do  somethin 
about  it.  Members  felt  they  were  paying  those  bodies  to  aci 
and  he  suggested  that  they  should  discuss  the  matter  witi 
the  I.D.A. 
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Mr.  Jack  O'Farrell,  while  supporting  the  suggestion 
or  joint  discussions,  was  opposed  to  the  Council  forming 
big  group  with  the  I.D.A.  They  should  rather  set  up 
joint  working  committee  to  draw  up  an  agenda  for  a 
uture  meeting. 

I  Mr.  Kennelly  did  not  want  it  to  appear  that  hospital 
harmacists  or  industry  were  barred  from  the  discussions, 
[e  had  merely  suggested  a  means  of  opening  discussion. 
HE  President  said  he  genuinely  believed  the  Association 
ould  contribute  to  solving  pharmacy's  problems.  They 
lUst  see  if  they  could  help  it  out  of  its  dilficulties.  As  a 
rst  step  he  agreed  they  should  arrange  to  meet  the  I.D.A. 

The  President,  who  said  he  had  been,  with  Mr.  Power, 
the  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
)ciety  of  Northern  Ireland,  thanked  the  Northern  Ireland 
ouncil  and  the  pharmacists  of  the  North  for  "a  wonderful 

ening." 

The  Registrar  read  a  letter  from  the  Practice  of  Phar- 
acy  Committee  stating  that,  at  a  meeting  on  October  24, 
e  establishment  of  subcommittees  to  examine  problems 
ch  as  the  proposed  hospitals  services  reorganisation  and 
[e  British  Medicines  Bill  had  been  suggested. 
HE  President  said   they   should   consider  what  was 
pening  in  England,  he  was  having  copies  of  the  Bill 
culated  to  local  associations.  He  hoped  that  they  would 
lort  their  views  to  him  before  Christmas. 
HE  President  said  that,  with  the  help  of  a  Medicines 
1  subcommittee  they  would  arrive  at  a  clear-cut  policy 
the  time  such  a   measure  was  contemplated   in  the 
ublic. 

R.  Walsh  favoured  setting  up  a  subcommittee  forth- 
h  in  order  to  study  the  British  Medicines  Bill.

Chemical  Industry  "Matching  Up  to  Needs 

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE  AT  ASSOCIATION'S  ANNUAL  DINNER

IN  his  address  of  welcome  to  guests 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemical 
Industries'  Association  —  his  last  act 
as  president,  1967-68  —  Mr.  F.  L. 
Waring  said  that  at  first  glance  the 
state  of  the  United  Kingdom  chemical 
industry  was  not  particularly  encour- 
aging. In  output  Western  Germany  had 
gone  ahead  some  years  ago  and  others, 
faster  in  growth,  seemed  about  to  do 
so. 

Trend  and  performance  of  the  U.K. 
industry  were  conditioned  by  three 
main  components.  First  was  the  com- 
petence, in  research,  production  or 
marketing,  of  the  companies  that  com- 
prised it.  Second  was  the  efficiency  and 
vigour  of  the  British  economy  as  a 
whole  —  a  field  in  which  the  influence 
of  the  British  Government's  policies 
was  of  major  importance.  Finally  there 
were  world  events,  political  and  econo- 
mic in  which  at  best  Britain's  influence 
could  be  only  modest.  For  example,  in 
this  last  field,  the  outcome  of  the 
Kennedy  Round  negotiations  on  chemi- 
cals was  still  dependent  upon  the 
decision  the  United  States  took  on 
the  American  selling-price  system.  Now 
that  the  Presidential  race  was  over  it 
was  to  be  hoped  that  that  decision 
would  soon  be  reached.

While  it  would  be  unrealistic  to 
suggest  that  in  the  near  future  Britain 


could  negotiate  tariff-free  access  to 
much  wider  markets,  it  would  be 
equally  unrealistic  to  compare  per- 
formance in  the  U.K.  with  international 
competitors  who  had  enjoyed  the 
advantage  of  unfettered  access  to  wider 
markets  and  faster  overall  economic 
growth.  The  annual  compound  growth 
of  all  manufacturing  output  in  the 
U.K.  had  been  only  3  3  per  cent.,  the 
comparable  figures  in  the  other  five 
major  industrial  countries  ranging  from 
5  3  to  9  8  per  cent.  In  chemical  produc- 
tion growth  had  been  64  per  cent, 
against  7'8-13'5  per  cent,  in  the  other 
countries.  In  fact,  the  volume  output 
of  chemicals  in  the  U.K.  had,  over 
many  years,  been  greater  in  proportion 
to  that  of  manufacturing  industry  as  a 
whole  (nearly  two  to  one)  than  in  all 
those  other  countries.  In  the  same  six 
leading  countries  the  U.K.  chemical 
industry  had  accounted  for  the  higher 
proportion  of  total  new  investment  by 
manufacturing  industry.  Comparisons 
of  that  type  must  be  given  due  atten- 
tion in  considering  what  more  could 
be  done  to  achieve  greater  growth. 
Investment  must  be  geared  to  prospec- 
tive sales,  and  prospective  costs  would 
decide  what  further  penetration  of 
export  markets  was  possible  and  how 
far  imports  could  be  displaced.  His 
impression  was  that,  following  devalu- 
ation, many  overseas  companies  export- 
ing to  the  U.K.  had  absorbed  the  whole 
of  the  devaluation  efl^ect  in  their  selling 
prices  for  chemicals. 

Need  to  Prove  Thein  Wrong 

"One  cannot  help  but  wonder 
whether  this  policy,  which  it  is  reason- 
able to  suppose  yields  little  if  any 
profit,  is  not  based  on  the  assumption 
that  continuing  cost  expansion  in  the 
U.K.  will  exceed  that  in  their  own 
country  so  that  the  trading  advantage 
conferred  by  devaluation  will  soon  be 
eroded."  If  that  was  their  belief,  all 
must  hope,  and  make  every  endeavour 
to  see,  that  it  was  mistaken.  There  was 
solid  evidence  that  the  U.K.  chemical 


industry  had  done  well,  relative  to  oth 
countries,  in  growth  and  investmer 
but  there  was  still  no  sense  of  cor 
placency  in  the  industry.  Although 
general  there  had  been  a  welcome  b 
modest  increase  in  return  on  inves 
ment,  that  must  not  obscure  the  net 
for  a  more  adequate  financial  basis  fi 
future  investment.  The  value  of  ne 
capital  authorisations  by  chemic 
companies  during  1966  and  19( 
(amounting,  according  to  C.I. A.  est 
mates,  to  £375  million  for  the  two-yei 
period),  was  greater  than  might  reasoi 
ably  have  been  expected  considerii 
the  stagnation  of  the  economy  as 
whole.

COMMODITY  CODING 

National  computing  centre  report 


THE  Council  of  the  National  Comput- 
ing Centre  is  acting  as  co-ordinator  and 
sponsor  for  implementing  recommen- 
dations directly  affecting  the  private 
sector  of  the  community  that  are  con- 
tained in  a  report,  "Community 
Coding,"  published  on  November  1. 
The  report  stems  from  a  suggestion 
made  at  a  conference  by  the  Distribu- 
tive Trades  Economic  Development 
Committee  in  Brighton  in  1966  that  a 
national  commodity  code  would  be  use- 
ful to  firms  in  distribution  and  manu- 
facture alike. 

The  report  says  that  retailers  in 
general  do  not  need  significant  code 
numbers  but  that  a  catalogue  or  order 
form  should  be  capable  of  leading 
them  to  the  reference  number  of  the 
commodity  they  need.  Dealing  speci- 
fically with  pharmaceutical  wholesale 
distribution,  the  report  says  that  a  few 
wholesalers  have  installed  computers 
and  have  developed,  or  are  developing 
their  ov\n  codes,  while  market  research 
agencies  have  their  codes.  "To  resolve 
the  incompatibility  between  the  differ- 
ent codes  will  be  a  problem."  Another 
complication  is  that  manufacturers  in 
the  industry  are  members  of  foreign 
groups  of  companies  bound  by  the 
world-wide  coding  systems  laid  down 


by  their  parent  companies.  Some  of 
the  major  British  companies,  such  as 
Boots,  Ltd.,  are  already  highly  auto- 
mated, and  the  introduction  of  stan- 
dard industry-wide  coding  systems  may 
be  rather  late  for  them,  says  the  report, 
copies  of  which  (price  30s.)  are  avail- 
able from  the  National  Computing 
Centre,  Quay  Street,  Manchester,  3.

Measles  Vaccine  for  Sweden. — From 
the  spring  of  1969  the  Swedish  Govern- 
ment —  is  using,  in  a  campaign  to 
protect  the  country's  children  from 
measles,  the  only  strain  of  measles  vac- 
cine that  has  been  developed  in  Britain 
known  in  the  U.K.  as  Wellcovax.  the 
vaccine  carries  elsewhere  the  name 
"Beckenham  31."  From  the  Wellcome 
Research  Laboratories  seed  virus  from 
Beckenham  will  be  flown  to  Stock- 
holm to  enable  sufficient  vaccine  to  be 
produced  on  the  spot.  An  agreement 
signed  between  the  Wellcome  Foun- 
dation (Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.) 
and  the  Swedish  Government's  National 
Bacteriological  Institute  provides  for 
the  communication  of  all  "know-how" 
based  on  the  Foundation's  experience. 
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END  OF  SPIRIT  "PROOF"  SYSTEM 

Government  Chemist  reports  on  his  year's  work 

INTRODUCTION  of  the  metric  sys- 


tem of  weights  and  measures  will  mean 
the  replacement  of  the  British  proof 
spirit  system  by  a  new  international 
method  of  expressing  alcoholic 
strength,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Government  Chemist  for  1967,  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  22s.  6d.).  The 
Laboratory  is  preparing  a  table,  for  use 
during  the  change-over  period,  show- 
ing the  relationship  between  the  sys- 
tems. 

Drugs  in  a  Cheese  Barrel 

The  Government  Chemist  (Dr.  D.  T. 
Lewis)  reports  a  significant  rise  in  the 
number  of  forensic  samples  submitted 
for  examination  by  H.M.  Customs  and 
says  that  the  proportion  identified  as 
contravening  the  Drugs  (Prevention  of 
Misuse  Act,  1964,)  or  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1965,  has  increased  to 
about  one  in  three.  Among  the  ingeni- 
ous methods  of  concealing  drugs  was 


the  phenol phthalein  to  remain  at  the 
bottom  of  the  container.  Also  investi- 
gated were  bronchial  decongestants  in 
pressurised  containers  fitted  with  a 
metered-dosage  valve.  Samples  of  nine 
types  were  examined  and  it  was  found 
that,  for  most  samples,  the  active  ingre- 
dient was  delivered  at  the  recommen- 
ded dosage  providing  the  operating 
instructions  were  rigidly  followed. 

Since  1962  the  laboratory  has  been 
conducting  a  survey  of  selected  foods 
to  check  on  the  amounts  of  organo- 
chlorine  pesticide  residues  they  contain. 
Home  produced  beef  fat  continued  to 
show  very  low  pesticide  levels  and 
dieldrin  has  virtually  disappeared  from 
samples  of  home-killed  mutton  since 
sheep  dips  containing  dieldrin  were 
withdrawn  from  sale  in  Britain  in 
January  1966.  Unknown  organo- 
chlorine  compounds,  not  correspond- 
ing to  any  pesticide  or  pesticide  meta- 
bolite, previously  found  to  occur  in 


small  quantities  in  the  eggs  and  tis 
of  various   British   birds,  have 
identified    as  polychlorobiphenyl 
lightly  chlorinated  polychloroterph 
compounds.

Inner  London  Executive 

THE  Inner  London  Executive  Council's 
pharmaceutical  list  included,  at  March 
31,  910  pharmacies,  two  drug  stores  and 
ninety-four  surgical  appliance  suppliers 
— reductions  of  forty-one,  two  and  two 
respectively  from  the  1967  figures. 
Those  details  are  given  in  the  twentieth 
annual  report  1967-68  of  the  Executive 
Council.  Highest  number  of  pharma- 
cies ever  included  in  the  list  was  1,147 
on  March  31,  1955,  so  the  net  reduc- 
tion from  that  figure  is  237.  Main 
factors  in  the  reduction  were  the  high 
rents  now  charged  for  shop  premises  in 
London  and  shortage  of  pharmacists. 

Drug  Testing 

During  1967  chemists  under  contract 
to  the  Inner  London  Executive  Coun- 
cil dispensed  19,874,460  prescriptions 
at  a  cost  of  £9,843,123  (average  cost 
per  prescription  118-86d.).  During  the 
year  under  review  365  drugs  and  forty- 
nine  appliances  were  collected  and  sub- 
mitted for  analysis  under  the  drug- 
testing  scheme.  Certificates  relating  to 
343  drugs  and  forty  appliances  were 
found  satisfactory;  certificates  in 
resi^ect  of  twelve  drugs  and  one 
appliance  were  referred  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Service  Committee  for  in- 
vestigation.

What  doctor.s  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

ADDITION  of  nystatin  to  tetracycline 
cannot  at  present  be  justified  on  the 
ground  that  it  suppresses  the  upgrowth 
of  Candida  in  the  bowel.  That  was  re- 
ported by  a  clinical  trials  subcommittee 
to  the  research  committee  of  the  British 
Tuberculosis  Association.  Results  of  a 
multicentre.  double-blind  trial,  in 
which  the  side  effects  of  tetracycline 
plus  nystatin  (Mysteclin)  were  com- 
pared with  those  of  tetracycline, 
showed  that  there  was  no  association 
between  Candida  and  gastrointestinal 
symptoms  normally  attributed  to 
chemotherapy.  After  ten  days"  treat- 
ment of  patients  with  respiratory  in- 
fections. 50  p>er  cent,  of  those  in  the 
Mysteclin  group  had  symptoms,  against 
34  per  cent,  in  the  tetracycline  group, 
though  the  difference  was  not  statistic- 
ally significant.  Nystatin  did  suppress 
Candida  in  the  faeces,  but  the  suppres- 
sion did  not  lead  to  any  significant 
reduction  of  symptoms  (B.M.J. , 
November  16,  p.  411). 

"I  HOPE  that  the  sale  of  these  old 
remedies  [herbal  compounds  for 
asthma]  will  be  stopped  immediately," 
writes  Dr.  G.  McLaren,  Hatch  End, 
Middlesex,  to  the  B.M.J.  He  reports  a 
case  in  which  a  woman  being  treated 
for  asthma  died  after  inhaling  smoke 
from  "about  an  eggcupful"  of  com- 
pound lobelia  powder  which  had  been 
ignited.  Immediately  before  that  she  had 
taken  two  inhalations  of  orciprenaline 
sulphate  and  was  also  being  treated 
with  ACTH.  ephedrine  and  oxytetra- 
cycline  (B.M.J. ,  November  16,  p.  456). 

Study  of  the  relationship  of  sulpha- 
dimidine  clearance  to  glomerular  filtra- 
tion rate,  urinary  pn  and  renal  con- 
centrating power  in  patients  and  in 
normal  subjects  has  shown  that  sodium 
sulphadimidine  is  not  retained  in 
patients  with  end-stage  kidney  failure. 
The  investigators,  from  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  found  also  that  the  urinary 
concentration  of  the  drug  in  those 
patients  is  adequate  for  the  treatment 
of  urinary  infections  due  to  sulphon- 
amide-sensitive  pathogens  (iMiicet, 
November  16,  p.  1058). 

An  observation  that  may  "offer  some 
explanation"  of  the  cellular  damage  re- 
ported in  cases  of  paracetamol  poison- 


ing is  described  by  a  worker  in  the 
University  department  of  medical 
genetics.  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary. 
He  has  found  that,  at  concentrations  of 
10  mgm.  per  10  mils  and  above,  para- 
cetamol is  either  lethal  to,  or  com- 
pletely inhibits  mitosis  in.  phytohaemag- 
glutinin-stimulated  lymphocytes  cul- 
tured //(  vitro.  A  70-kilo  man  taking 
one  500-mgm.  tablet  would,  assuming 
even  dispersion,  have  143  mgm.  per 
10  mils  if  the  drug  were  confined  to 
the  plasma,  or  0  33  mgm.  per  10  mils 
if  confined  to  the  extracellular  water 
(Lancet,  November  16,  p.  1084).
